Tuesday, 1:30 P. M. 


The Hightieth Annual Council of the Diocese of Western 
New York convened at the above time and place in accordance 
with Constitutional requirement and the appointment of the late 
Bishop of the Diocese, who passed into Paradise on Wednesday, 
May the second, 1917. 


Evening Prayer was said by the Rector of the parish, assisted 
by the Archdeacon of Buffalo and the Rev. C. A. Jessup, D. D. 
2:30: P. WE 
The Council assembled for business. 
The Episcopate being vacant, the Secretary of the Couneil, 
aeting under Title I, Canon X, Section V, Subsection [2] of the 
Diocesan Canons, called the Council to order. 


The Secretary announced that more than the canonical num- 
ber of Delegates necessary to a quorum, of both Orders, entitled 
to seats in the Council, had reported themselves present. There 
were, in all, 94 Clerical Delegates, and 144 Lay Delegates, 
representing 69 parishes and missions, in attendance upon 
the sessions of the Council. The Chancellor of the Diocese also 
was present. 


The Council proceeded to the election of a Presiding Officer. 
The Rev. Cameron J. Davis having been nominated, the Assistant 
Secretary was, on motion, authorized to cast one vote for the 
Council for the Rev. Cameron J. Davis. The ballot being cast, 
the Rev. Cameron J. Davis was declared duly elected Presiding 
Officer of the Council. 

The Presiding Officer declared the Council legally organized 
and ready for business. 

On motion, the Rev. G. Sherman Burrows was unanimously 
elected Secretary of the Council. He was declared so elected. 

The Secretary nominated the Rev. C. H. Smith, D. D.,’to be 


Assistant Secretary of the Council. On motion, the nomination 
was confirmed.

Resolved, That in accordance with the recommendations of the Stand- 
ing Committee the chair do now appoint a committee consisting of four 
Clergymen and four Laymen, of which the Chancellor shall be one, to inves- 
tigate the possibility and advisability of making a territorial division of the 
diocese, said committee to report its findings to the next annual meeting of 
the Council; and, if it be found possible and advisable, to report also the 
necessary conditions and course of procedure for such division: and further 


Resolved, That the resolution offered by the Rev. Dr. Jessup and adopted 
by the Council at its meeting at Corning, calling for a committee from the 
diocese to confer with committees from the other, dioceses in the State of 
New York relative to the readjustment of Diocesan boundaries in New York 
State be and is hereby referred to the committee called for in the preceding 
resolution. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin, fifteen minutes each 
were allowed Mr. Paul Shimmon to present the cause of Armenian 
and Serbian Relief, and the Rev. Walter Lord the cause of Army 
and Navy Chaplains of the United States. 

Mr. Shimmon addressed the Council. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin, the Chair was author- 
ized to appoint a committee to take under consideration the 
subject presented by Mr. Shimmon. 

The chair made certain announcements concerning the ser- 
vice to be held this evening in memory of our late beloved Bishop, 
and the celebration of the Holy Communion tomorrow morning 
at 7:30 o’clock. 

The Rev. Walter Lord addressed the Council and, on his mo- 
tion, the following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this Council appoint a committee on 
Army and Navy Chaplains, of which committee the duty shall be to co- 
operate with similar committees appointed in the other dioceses of New 
York State in the obtainment of suitable chaplains for such forces of the 
Army and Navy as are now organized, or may hereafter be organized, for 
the war in which our country is engaged; and that this committee be empow- 


ered to raise such sums as are necessary to provide the equipment for such 
chaplains to do their work, or otherwise provide for such equipment. 


The Secretary of the Council presented a communication 
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from the Secretary of the House of Deputies of the General Con- 
vention of the Church, notifying the Council of amendments to 
the Prayer Book, and to the Constitution and Canons of the 
Church, adopted at the last Triennial Convention and awaiting 
further action at the next. 

The Secretary presented a communication from the Finance 
Committee of the Church, calling to the attention of the Council 
certain legislation required, and requested by the General Con- 
vention: and, in compliance with the purpose of the communieca- 
tion offered the following resolution amending the canons of the 
Diocese, which, on motion, was referred to the Standing Commit- 
ete on Constitution and Canons: 

Whereas, The Church Finance Committee of the General Convention of 
the Church has called the attention of the Diocese to certain legislation 
which the General Convention requests, and 

Whereas, Canons 49 and 50 of the General Canons are mandatory as to 
certain other legislation which the General Convention requires for the pur- 
pose of securing an accurate view of the Church and for the further purpose 
of conforming to prescribed business methods, be it 

Resolved, That this Council adopt the following amendments to the 
canons of the Diocese: 4 

I. Reconstruct and reorganize Canon 8, of Title I, (pp. 25 and 26) ; 

By changing the Title of the Canon. 

By renumbering present sections I, IV and V. 
By omitting present sections II and ILI. 
By introducing new sections. 

So that the entire Canon shall be as follows: 


CANON EIGHT 
Or FINANCES AND THE FINANCIAL BOARD. 


§I. The fiscal year of this Diocese and of each Parish thereof shall 
begin January first. 

§IT. All accounts having to do with the receipt and expenditures or 
investments of money of all parishes and church organizations shall be 
audited at the close of each year by a certified public accountant; provided, 
however, that if the amount of income for the year, as shown by the account, 
shall be less than $3,000, or if a certified public accountant is not available, 
the auditing may be made by an accountant bookkeeper in no way connected 
with the subject-matter of the account. 


§I1I. On or before the Ist day of January, 1918, all trust and per- 
manent funds belonging to this Diocese or any parish thereof shall, if the 
same can lawfully be done, be deposited in trust and thereafter left with one 
or more trust companies or banks organized under the laws of the United 
States or of this State, and authorized to receive the same, or in the event 
that a corporation shall be organized for that purpose by the Diocese, with 
such corporation, and a full and detailed statement of all such trusts or per- 
manent funds shall be presented annually to this Council upon a form to be 
prescribed by the Financial Board. 


§IV. All real property belonging to the Diocese, or to any parish there- 
of, shall be adequately insured against fire, the amount thereof to be deter- 
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mined in the first instance by the proper officers of the Diocese or parish 
owning such property, but subject thereafter to the direction of the Financial 
Board, and to that end the Financial Board is hereby vested with general 
authority to compel the adequate insurance of such real property by the 
Diocese, or any parish thereof, and the amount of such insurance, the 
companies carrying the same, and the character of the policies shall be 
determined by said Financial Board. 

§V. There shall be a Financial Board of the Diocese elected at every 
Annual Council, of which the Bishop of the Diocese shall be, ex-officio, a 
member. It shall consist of two Presbyters and four Laymen who shall be 
communicants of the Church in this Diocese, to be chosen by ballot and by 
the concurrent vote of the Clergy and the Laity. Vacancies in said Board 
shall be supplied by the concurrent vote of the Clerical and Lay Members 
of the same, by and with the consent of the Bishop. 

§VI. It shall be the duty of the Financial Board: 

[1] To maintain general supervision of the financial affairs of the 
Diocese; to secure simplicity and accuracy in the collection and disburse- 
ments of al funds, and co-operation between the various officers, trusts and 
boards of the Council; for which purpose it shall establish its own rules and 
keep a record of its meetings, all of which shall be submitted annually to 
the Council. 

[2] To make such rules and regulations with respect to the deposit 
of trust funds and the management thereof, and with respect to insurance 
of real property, as shall be proper, and shall report such rules and regu- 
lations annually to the Council. 

[3] To take such steps, legal or otherwise, as may be necessary to 
recover or secure any property, real or personal, belonging to any parish or 
congregation of the Church within this Diocese, the legal title to which is 
not vested in a duly constituted Vestry, or the Trustees of the Parochial 
Fund; and which may be regarded as abandoned property. 


[4] To act as advisor of the Bishop in financial matters; and upon 
request, as advisor to individual parishes within the Diocese. 


[5] To perform such other duties relating to the business affairs of 
the Diocese as may be referred to it. 

§VII. The Financial Board shall report to each Annual Council their 
action under this Canon. in all particulars, the said report to be included 
in the pamphlet of printed reports presented to the Annual Council. 


II. Substitute for Canon 2, of Title II (p. 48) the following: 


CANON TWO 
OF THE TRIENNIAL REPORT. 


§I. The Secretary of the Council, with such aid as he may require, 
shall prepare the triennial report of the Diocese upon the form provided 
by the General Convention, and shall with respect to the contents of such 
triennial report be governed by the canons and regulations now or hereafter 
adopted by the General Convention. 

§II. The Secretary of the Council shall also prepare immediately after 
the adjournment of the Diocesan Council next preceding the regular meeting 
of every General Convention and forward forthwith to the Secretary of the 
House of Deputies of the General Convention, upon the blanks provided by 
the General Convention for that purpose, a condensed summary of the 
statistics contained in the Parochial reports and Bishop’s statements, with 
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information as to*all institutions in any way connected with the Church 
within the Docese, and also as to the condition of all invested funds and the 
amount of all contributions received or expended by the Bishop, or otherwise, 
within the Diocese. 

III. Add, after Canon 2, Title II, the following to be known as 


CANON THREE 
OF PAROCHIAL AND PERSONAL REPORTS. 


$i. It shall be the duty of every minister of this Church in charge of a 
parish, or congregation, or, if there be no minister in charge, of the church 
wardens, or other proper officer, to prepare, upon the blank form adopted 
by the General Convention, a report for the year ending December 31st, 
preceding, and to deliver the same on or before the first day of every Annual 
Council to the Bishop of the Diocese, or to the person designated by the 
Bishop to receive it; or, when there is no Bishop, to the Presiding Officer 
of the Council. This report shall include the following information: 

[1] The number of baptisms, confirmations, marriages, and burials 
during the year, the total number of baptized persons and communicants at 
the time of the report; 

[2] A summary of all receipts and expenditures from whatever source 
derived, and for whatever purpose used; and 

[3] A-statement of the property held by the parish, whether real or 
personal, with an appraisal of its value, together with a statement of the 
indebtedness of the parish, if any, and of the amount of insurance carried. 

§II. It shall be the duty of every Minister not in charge of any parish 
or congregation to report his occasional services, and if there have been 
none, the causes or reasons which have prevented the same. 

§III. The Parochial Report shall be made in the form of report 
adopted by the General Convention. Parochial and personal reports, or such 
parts of them as the Bishop may deem proper, shall be entered in. the 
Journal, 


On motion of the Secretary of the Council, the following 
resolution was unanimously adopted : 

Whereas, the following proposed amendment to the Constitution of the 
Diocese was submitted to and approved by the Council last year and now 
awaits final action by the Council, 

Resolved, That Title III, Section II, (p. 4) of the Constitution be 
amended by substituting the words have been at least six weeks for the word 
‘“are’’ in the second line. 


The Secretary of the Council proposed the following amend- 
ment to the Diocesan Canon on Missionary Boards, which, on 
motion, was referred to the Standing Committee on Constitution 
and Canons: 

Title I, Canon 10, Section 1V, Subsection [2], (p. 29). 

Substitute for the Subsection the following: 


The Missionary Board of each Archdeaconry shall consist of the 
Bishop of the Diocese and the Archdeacon, ex-officio; of a Secretary and a 
Treasurer to be elected annually; and of three Clergymen and three Lay- 
men, who, at the first meeting of the Board after the enactment of this 
article of the Canon, shall choose from among themselves one Clergyman and 
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one Layman to serve until the next annual meeting of the Archdeaconry, 
one Clergyman and one Layman to serve until one year thereafter, and one 
Clergyman and one Layman to serve until two years thereafter. Each 
annual meeting of the Archdeaconry, beginning with that of 1918, shall 
elect one Clergyman and one Layman to serve three years, to take the 
place of those whose terms then expire. Of the three Clergymen and: three 
Laymen, none shall be eligible for re-election to succeed himself, nor within 
one year. 

On motion of Mr. A. B. Houghton, the following resolution 
was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Special Committee on Finance be, and it hereby is, 
empowered to investigate the general subject of the compensation of clergy- 
men in the Diocese; and to report to the next annual meeting of the Council. 


The Rev. Dr. Ashton presented the following report of the 
Standing Committee on Constitution and Canons, which, on 


motion, was adopted : 

The Standing Committee on Constitution and Canons reports favorably 
on the proposed amendment to Title I, Canon 2, Section VIII, of the Canons, 
referred to it at the last Council (p. 30 of the Journal of 1916); and moves 
its adoption. The following sentence will be added to the section: The cost 
of providing said bond shall be a charge upon the Diocese. 


On motion of Archdeacon Ayres, the following was adopted: 

Resolved, that the Church of the Good Shepherd, Brant, Cattaraugus 
Reservation, and St. Mary’s Church, Gowanda, be admitted into union with 
the Council of the Diocese. 

The Rev. G. F. J. Sherwood presented the report of the 
Board of Religious Education, which, on motion, was received 
and ordered filed. 


On motion of Mr. E. H. Boynton, the report of the Board 
of Religious Education was referred to the Standing Committee 
on Boards of Education and Missionary Boards. 


On motion of Archdeacon Ayres the chair was authorized 
to appoint a committee of three on the Bishop Coxe Diocesan 
Library. 

The Rev. Mr. Cooper presented the report of the Secretary 
of the Board of Religious Education of the Diocese of Western 
New York, which, on motion, was received and ordered filed. 

The Rev. Dr. Powell, President of Hobart College, addressed 
the Council, recommending Hobart College as a Churchly insti- 
tution. 

The Rev. H. F. Zwicker presented the following report of 
the Committee on the Sustentation Fund which, on motion, was 


received and ordered filed:

To the Bishop of the Diocese: 
The Sustentation Committee met and apportioned the sum of $991.05 
to such rectors of parishes as were eligible under the canon.

on motion, was referred to the Standing Committee on Constitu-

Whereas, The assembling of the Council or Convocation of the Diocese 
‘of Western New York on ‘‘the third Tuesday in May’’ has interfered, and 
oft-times will interfere, with the celebration in our several parishes, of the 
Festival of the Ascension of Our Blessed Lord and the keeping of the Roga- 
tion Days preceding, and 

Whereas, The action of the General Convention of 1916, ordering the 
cotermination of the financial year of the Church with the calendar or fiscal 
year, has removed any need for our meeting at a special time in May, be it 

Resolved, That the words of the Constitution be so changed that Title 
II, Section I, shall read instead of ‘‘third Tuesday in May’’ third Tuesday 
in May, or, in case the third Tuesday in May falls in the week with Ascension 
Day, on the Tuesday following. . 

Dr. M. D. Mann presented the following resolution which, 
on motion, was adopted: 

Whereas, the U. S. Senate recently adopted a provision forbidding the 
use of cereals and grain, during the war, for the manufacture of malt 
liquor or intoxicating beverages; 

And whereas, the U. 8. Senate yesterday took action reversing its former 
action, not apparently because of opposition to the principle involved, but 
for parliamentary reasons: 

Resolved, That this Council of the Protestant Episcopal Church ip the 
Diocese of Western New York desires to place itself on record as in favor 
of a measure forbidding the use of cereals and grain for the manufacture 
of malt liquors and intoxicating beverages during the duration of the war; 
and 

Resolved, That a communication embodying these resolutions be sent 
from this Council, signed by its president and secretary, to each U. S. 
Senator from New York and to each member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives whose constituency is wholly or in part within that portion of the 
State of New York comprising the Diocese of Western New York. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Broughton, the Secretary of the 
Council was directed to communicate the sympathy of the Coun- 
cil to several reverend brethren of the Diocese who are ill at 
this time, namely, the Rev’s.

Mr. E. C. Denton addressed the Council concerning the 
Christmas Fund, and, on motion, the following report, submit- 
ted by him, was received and ordered filed: 

To the Eightieth Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New ‘York: 

At the request of the Chairman of the committee appointed by the Stand- 
ing Committee to report to this Council as to the future relations of the 
Christmas Fund to the Church Pension Fund, I have the honor to report that 
I have corresponded with Mr. Monell Sayre, Secretary of the Church Pen- 
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sion Fund, regarding the possibility of merging the two funds, and have 
received from him a letter, dated may 4th, in which he says: 

The Executive Committee of the Church Pension Fund has had before 
it, as its most important subject of consideration, the form of contract with 
the Diocesan Funds and a sub-committee on relations with Diocesan Funds 
is struggling with the matter. The sub-committee consists of Mr. Truesdale, 
President of the Lackawanna Railroad; Mr. Peabody, President of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, and myself. We have not yet been able 
to agree on the proper form of contract. We hope that we can do so 
before many days and then I will send it immediately to you. 

I have not yet received the proposed form of contract mentioned by 
Mr. Sayer. The matter will require much consideration, so that it can be 
presented for consideration at the next Council.

> 


TITLE I, CANON TWENTY 
OF THE SocIAL SERVICE COMMISSION, 


§I. [1] There shall be a social service commission of six members, 
three clergymen and three laymen. The members shall be elected by ballot. 
Within thirty days after the adjournment of the Council the members of 
the commission just elected shall divide themselves by lot into three classes, 
one clergyman and one layman in each class, to hold office for terms of 
one, two, three years respectively and until the election of their successors; 
and shall also elect a chairman and a secretary to serve for one year. The 
secretary thus elected shall notify the secretary of the Council of the 
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result of such division into three classes and of the election of officers. If, 
after the expiration of forty days after the adjournment of the Council, 
the secretary of the commission shall have failed so to notify the secretary 
of the Council, the secretary of the Council shall at once proceed by lot 
to divide the members of the commission into classes, as aforesaid, and 
they shall respectfully hold their offices accordingly. At each succeeding 
stated Council one clergyman and one layman shall be elected by ballot to 
hold their offices for three years. All vacancies occurring in the said com- 
mission shall be filled for the balance of the term. Except in the case of 
members chosen to fill vacancies until the next stated Council no members 
shall be eligible to the commission for one year after the expeetion of his 
term of service. , 

[2] Besides the regularly elected members of the commission as afore- 
said, there shall be associated with the commission in its plans and work 
one minister and one layman from each archdeaconry in the diocese, 
likewise elected by ballot for one year. 


§II. The commission shall have authority to study social conditions in 
the diocese and to take action with reference to the same. The specific 
functions of the commission shall be:— 

[1] To organize and educate the various parishes in the diocese with 
regard to local social conditions and needs to the end that the individual 
parishes may themselves become active in relation to the social problem. 


[2] To co-operate in propaganda and active effort with such recog- 
nized social agencies, local and state, in the diocese as shall be determined 
by a majority (or unanimous) vote of the commission. 

[3] To co-operate, through exchange of plans and joint action where 
desirable, with the social service commissions of other dioceses now or here- 
after to be created. 

[4]. To co-operate with the Joint Commission on Social Service, 
authorized by General Convention in 1910. 


§I1V. The commission shall make, annually, a full report to the Council 
of work accomplished and plans in view, together with a request for such 
funds as they deem necessary to carry on their work. 

The Rev. Dr. Goodwin, for the Standing Committee, pre- 
sented the following resolution, which, on motion, was adopted: 


Resolved, That the Standing Committee increase the Budget for 
Religious Education to the extent of $500.00, to provide for the expenses 
incident to the discharge of the duties of the Field Secretary of the Diocesan 
Board of Religious Education ; the said Board to furnish the salary of the 
Field Secretary from outside sources. 


On motion, the Special Committee appointed last year to 
inquire as to the desirability of incorporating the Diocese of 
Western New York was continued. 

The Rev. Dr. Goodwin presented the following, which, on 
motion, was referred to the Standing Committee on Constitution 
and Canons: 


The Special Committee, to whom was referred the preparation of a 
canon in relation to the qualification of voters at annual elections and 
special meetings of parishes in the Diocese beg leave to report we recom- 
mend the adoption of the following: 
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Resolved, That Title I, Canon 2, be amended by inserting as subsection 
[1] to section VI the following: Whenever so determined by any parish 
of this Diocese in the manner provided in Section 46 of the Religious 
Corporations Law, women of full age belonging to such parish, who have 
been regular attendants at its worship and contributors to its support for 
at least twelve months prior to such election, or special meeting, or since 
the establishment of such parish, shall be qualified voters at such election 
or special meeting. And be it further 


Resolved, That the numbering of the present section be changed to 
conform to the insertion of the new section. 

The Rev. Dr. Ashton, reporting for the Standing Com- 
mittee on Constitution and Canons on the proposed suffrage 
amendment just referred to it, recommended that it be not 
adopted. 

On motion, the recommendation of the Standing Committee 
on Constitution and Canons was not adopted. 


On motion, the proposed suffrage amendment was adopted 
by a majority vote of both orders: Clerical vote, ayes 37, noes 
15. Lay vote, ayes 18, noes 12. | 

The tellers reported on the third ballot of the Council and 
there was found, and declared, to be elected: 

For Board of Religious Education for three years: Dr. H. H. Glosser. 


The Council proceeded to ballot for offices remaining unfilled. 
All having balloted, the ballot was declared closed.

Memorial Sermon

Il Corinthians X11 :12 


Truly the signs of an Apostle were wrought among you. 


In this second epistle to the Corinthians Saint Paul 
asserts and vindicates his apostleship. In doing so he 
greatly magnifies his office, His is an authority which 
he has received not to pull down but to build up. It has 
come to him from God; and makes him wonder at the 
heaven in himself. He seems to himself to be foolish in 
glorying, compelled by his sense of duty to himself no 


less than to the Corinthians. Two splendid passages are 
those in which he relates his labours, and glances at 


visions and revelations of the Lord. The whole letter 
throbs and trembles with a sense of the awfulness of the 
gift that God has given him. His heart seems to be shot 
through and through with Pentecostal consciousness as 
a cloud in a thunder shower is shot with hghtnings. He 
arrives at a prophetic height of eloquence unequalled in 
majestic pathos and power, and seems like a Hebrew seer 
who has knelt on Sinai’s slopes, or like Moses who ‘‘drew 
near to the thick darkness where God was.”’ 

It was his faith which gave Saint Paul motive and 
aim. He believed in his office and in Him who ordained 
it. Therefore He prevailed in the world of souls. He 
brought multitudes to Christ. He pulled down strong 
holds of Satan. He fettered the arms of principalities 
and powers. The signs of an Apostle were wrought in 
all patience, in signs and wonders and mighty deeds. 

Lives of superior usefulness are usually lives 
directed toward the achievement of one end or at most 
of a few ends, and impelled by a simple belief in some 
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ereat effective object. Many fair intellectual gifts and 
splendid opportunities are of little avail without concen- 
tration of purpose and energy. Want of right direction, 
self knowledge and discipline result in the wreck of 
multitudes, who might prove useful servants of mankind, 
in the Church, and of the world, were they trained to 
exalt some few genuine beliefs as the steadfast stars to 
lead and guide them through the world, and forgetting 
wandering orbs and fleeting meteors be contented to 
follow those from the beginning to the end of their mortal 
journey. 

The late lamented Bishop of Western New York, 
whose life and labours we commemorate today, was a 
notable instance of a man who devoted all his powers 
and faculties to a few worthy objects. Dr. Walker has 
left behind him a bright memory and a faithful example, 
as one who was known for loyalty to the faith, love of 
the Church, joy in its service and a conscientious belief 
in his office as a Churchman and a bishop. 


Your bishop felt the intrinsic value of the Chureh’s 
great traditions. He knew that vital truths have a way 
of reasserting themselves and shining out of the obseu- 
rity to which men from time to time consign them. 


He knew the peril of the one-sided and inadequate, 
and therefore frequently misleading, findings of the 
inductive method used by itself: He knew that the King- 
dom of God in the world is not a mere abstraction, but 
only the Church of God on its more spiritual and dif- 
fusive side. He knew that the Church is not a loose col- 
lection of pebbles, but a woven web of golden threads— 
not a number of human entities — but a divine unit

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under human conditions; that the faith once delivered to 
the Saints is not a series of discrete propositions, but a 
unific whole. To this faith as taught by the Holy Catholic 
and Apostolic Church summed up in the creeds, wit- 
nessed by the Holy Scriptures and maintained by the 
undisputed General Councils, he gave his entire and 
reasoned and loving loyalty. He trusted nothing less, 
and laboured for nothing less. To it he gave his heart 
and mind and soul. 


The Church which was his teacher and guide, his 
monitor and mother, he both revered and loved. It was 
something to be obeyed. It was never to be patronized 
with a superior and supercillious air, as what was a just 
subject of criticism and often of condemnation on the 
part of its ministers and members. To him it had a 
heavenly origin—a divine birthplace—and came down 
from above—adorned with robes provided by the King, 
all glorious within and imperial in its state. It came to 
him with gifts and treasures of mystic and majestic 
worth, whose words were words of wisdom infinite, to 
undervalue which would ‘be to shew irreverence to its 
Head—‘‘the minister of the true tabernacle which the 
Lord pitched and not man’’. The teacher of the Faitli 
held in her hands the Scriptures of truth and in her heart 
was the spirit of prophecy and in its presence what could 
he do but hide his face and listen to its glorious voice. 
Therefore Scriptures, Liturgies, Canons, Sacraments 
and Sacramentals, fathers and divines, all appeared be- 
fore his gaze in solemn procession of spiritual dignity 
and authority—the very least not without some divinity 
—none to be treated with levity—none to be relegated 
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to uselessness and a place of dishonour, A rubric, so 
long as it remained in force by lawful authority, was by 
him to be held as sacred—although he would have been 
the first man in the Church to keep it as faithfully in an 
altered form as formerly he had in its first construction 
when by lawful authority it had once been changed. 


It was this loyalty to the faith and love of the Church 
which confirmed that faith which made him so greatly 
rejoice in the sacred duties of his office as deacon, priest 
and bishop. He told me he loved to administer confir- 
mation. It appealed to his sense of his fatherly office. 
He loved to preach, which he always did with a deep 
recollectedness as feeling he was speaking for Christ 
and the Church a message not his own, but alive with 
flames kindled by a heavenly teacher.—He loved the 
dignity and simplicity, the tone and temper and atmos- 
phere of Anglican worship, and his services on Dakotan 
plains were rendered with as much propriety as those 
he might preside over in Westminster or St. Paul’s. He 
was emphatically an Ecclesiastic. In some mouths a 
mere Hicclesiastic is a term of reproach, because there 
may have been ecclesiastics who seemed wanting in 
evangelic piety or sympathy with the world in its more 
gracious aspects. Your bishop was not so much a mere 
HKeclesiastic as a very real one, whose spirit had been 
moulded and formed by the Church, the Sacrament—the 
Seripture—the Creed—the History, the Literature of the 
Church; who never forgot his baptism and confirmation, 
his ordination and consecration, who had no wish to 
depart from the sanctuary, but to keep the statutes and 
ordinances of the Lord blameless. The world and its 
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ways, its books and art and poetry were not outside his 
sympathy—but entirely subordinate to the Church and 
its holy ceremonies and age-long precedence. It was this 
quality that gave him power to enjoy the religion which 
he learned as a child and never failed to practice, and 
made his ministry a ministry of Apostolic power. He 
felt in his own veins the life blood of the Apostles, and 
treasured the thought that he was doing what St. Paul 
and St. Peter and St. John and St. James had done in > 
their day and what Augustine and Laud and Seabury 
and Hobart and DeLancey and Coxe had done in more 
recent times. | 

The old-fashioned virtue of conscientiousness was 
strongly developed in your bishop and was one of the 
signs of his apostleship. Sensitive as was his nature, 
he never flagged or faltered when a serious duty was to 
be performed, and he suffered himself in the exercise of 
discipline far more than could those who might fall under 
his admonition. This made many occasions of his life 
very sublime in a spiritual view, It is a noble thing to 
suffer in the performance of duty, to forget one’s own 
convenience or comfort in order to arrive at some end 
divinely ordered, and necessary to the benefit of the 
Church of God. A true gentleman never retaliates; but 
he may often seem to be severe in the exercise of dis- 
cipline, while all the time he is the real sufferer. 

It was this quality of conscientiousness which made 
the bishop careful-in small matters, and herein one eould 
wish his example might be widely followed. Hurried 
Services: cheap Sermonizings, Catechisings without 
study and preparation, Choir offices without unction — 
Sacraments without an awful apprehension of the Divine 
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Presence—are possible only when priest and people are 
wanting in this glorious virtue of conscientiousness. 


From his will recently made the following extracts 
will shew the bishop’s mind as his feet were entering 
the waves of the river through which we all must go. 
They are worthy to be always treasured in the memory 
of his faithful clergy and people. 


‘“‘Mirst: I go forth from this sphere of work with a 
firm undimmed belief in the One Triune God—Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost. 

Second: I go forth having confidence unfeigned in 
the Holy Saviour’s love, and sacrifice on the Cross, for 
all His own, and for me, unworthy,—a sinner,—in the 
hope of salvation, alone through His precious blood. 

Third: I go forth in the comfort that has come to me 
by the hallowed ministrations of this Holy Branch of 
the Catholic Church, linked, through its Order, to the 
first age, and to its Precious Head, Jesus, my Saviour, 
by unfailing Ministry and Sacrament and Ordinance 
which He hath given and blessed through the passing 
ages. 

Fourth: I go forth from that sacred Fellowship here, 
with a joy, in the light of that truth, which is revealed 
in the Heavenly Word, vouchsafed to men, in the Holy 
Seriptures of the Old and New Testaments. 

I have found an exquisite joy in its Heavenly Comfort 
and in the performance of the functions of my ministry, 
life through. 


This joy has been intensified through the generous 
and gracious co-operation and fellowship of the hosts \ 
of my brethren, clergy and laity, who have joined af- 
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fectionately with me in labor for our precious Lord and 
in His Holy Church. 

This testimony I feel Shanna to give out of my 
heart as I bid them farewell here on earth.’’ 


And now he is gone. From this scene of labour and 
care, of anxiety and disappointmeent, of baffled hope 
and weariness and painful circumstances—from the in- 
complete and unideal, he is gone to dwell with the spirits 
of just men made perfect in a country where as St. Aug- 
ustine said, no enemy ever enters and from which no 
friend ever passes away. He is gone to be with apostles 
and saints and martyrs, with white-robed elders and 
starry souls where the palm trees overshadow the waters 
and there is clear shining after rain. And for us he waits 
low—remembering the end of his conversation—‘‘ Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, today and forever.”’

His heart was gladdened by receiving these generous 
offers of assistance, and renewed strength came when the anxiety was 
lifted from his mind, that those who had looked forward to the Rite of 
confirmation could now be accorded that privilege. He rejoiced to hear, 
from nearly every parish, of the deep spiritual help and inspiration re- 
ceived from the visiting Bishops, who in turn expressed their delight in 
the cordial and hospitable welcome extended to them. 


The total number confirmed—1,505—exceeds that of the past ten 
years.

Reports of Officers and Committees 


(A) Report of the Standing Committee 


To the Eightieth Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New York, 
‘The Standing Committee herewith reports its official acts for the 
diocesan year 1916-17. 


June 14, 1916.—The Committee met and organized by the election of 
the Rev. C. Morton Sills, D.D., and the Rev. Walter North, L.H.D., as 
President and Secretary respectively. 

Assessments were continued at the same rates: 

Sustentation—one per cent on Current Income. 

Support of the Episcopate—two per cent. 

Diocesan Expenses—three per cent. 

The Committee approved the expenditure of $7.68 for binding journals 
as suggested by the Registrar. 

The Committee accepted the offer of the Trustees of the Church 
Charity I°oundation to furnish a room for the archives of the diocese at an 
annual rental of fifty dollars, the diocese to pay the expense of necessary 
improvements. 

Mr. J. W. Crafts and the Rev. Walter North, L.H.D., were appointed 
committee to make the alternations required. 

The President and Secretary were appointed a Special Committee to 
make assessments for Sustentations, Support of the Episcopate and 
Diocesan Expenses, and to prepare the usual card of offerings to send to 
the parishes, 

Some advice asked by the Bishop was accordingly given. 

September 12, 1916—Consent was given to the consecration of the 
Rey. Irving Peake Johnson, D.D., Coadjutor Bishop-elect of the Diocese of 
Colorado. 

William 8. Salisbury, candidate, was recommended for Deacons’ Orders; 
IKXenneth Clyeveland Hyde as a candidate for Holy Orders. Consent was 
given the Church of the Epiphany, Rochester, to mortgage its property in 
a sum not to exceed twenty thousand dollars ($20,000), for improvement 
of their Church buildings. 2 

November 21, 1916—The Rt. Rev. Sheldon Munson Griswold, D.D., 
Missionary Bishop of Salina, was approved as Suffragan Bishop- -elect of 
Chicago. 

W. Edward Nixon and William A. Brown, Methodist Ministers, were 
recommended as candidates for Holy Orders. 

The following Resolution was adopted: 

‘* Learning with deep regret of the indisposition of the Bishop of the 
Diocese, it is hereby moved that he be requested to procure for the winter, 
such assistance from his Rt. Rev. Brethren as he may deem necessary, and 
that the traveling expenses thus incurred be a chargé upon the Diocese.’ 

Consent was given the Church of the Ascension, Rochester, to mortgage 
certain property in a sum not to exceed four thousand dollars ($4,000), for 
the purpose of necessary improvements. 
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The Secretary was directed to express the sympathy of the members 
of the Committee for the Hon. Selden S. Brown on his illness with best 
wishes for a speedy improvement. 


January 16, 1917—Consent was given St. John’s Church, Buffalo, to 
mortgage its property in a sum not to exceed forty thousand dollars 
($40,000), for the purpose of building a new Church. 

Consent was given to the admission of the Rev. F. M. Marchant, 2 
priest of the Roman obedience to the priesthod in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. 

Richard Warne, candidate, was recommended for Deacons’ Orders. 


On motion the Bishop, at his own request was authorized to draw upon 
the Treasurer of the Diocese for traveling expenses, not drawn by him in 
previous years, for payment of expenses of bishops performing services for 
him as authorized by the Standing Comimttee. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

‘“Whereas, Owing to a probable readjustment in the method heretofore 
pursued in dispensing the revenues derived from the Christmas Fund made 
necessary by the adoption of the Church Pension Fund, 

““And Whereas, It is anticipated that action bearing upon this import- 
tant subject may be taken at the next annual meeting of the Diocesan 
Council, therefore im order that a carefully matured plan may be previously 
arranged concerning the future method of administering the revenues of the 
Christmas Fund, it is therefore 

‘*Resolved, That the Rev. W. A. R. Goodwin, D.D., Eugene C. Denton 
and Albert S. Walker be appointed a Committee to formulate a plan pro- 
viding for this anticipated action, and to submit the same to the next 
meeting of the Diocesan Council. 


February 17, 1917—Consent was given to the Consecration of the 
Rev. Granville Hudson Sherwood, Bishop-elect, of Springfield. 

Consent was given to the election of a Coadjutor Bishop in the Diocese 
of Iowa, for the reason of extent of territory. 


March 24, 1917—Ferdinand W. Goldsmith was recommended as a can- 
didate for Holy Orders. 

On motion, the following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Standing Committee ratifies and approves. the 
Canon adopted by the Diocesan Council, relative to the Church Pension 
- Fund and hereby authorizes the Treasurer of the Diocese to pay any and 
all assessments which under the “said Council of the Diocese are chargeable 
against the funds of the Diocese. 


May 38rd, 1917—The committee having heard with great regret of the 
sudden death of our beloved Bishop, on motion a special committee was 
appointed to prepare appropriate resolutions on our great loss. 


On motion the committee requested the Bishop of Colorado to eon- 
tinue the confirmations appointed by our late Bishop. 

A special committee upon military chaplains was appointed, of 
which the Rev. Walter R. Lord was made chairman. 

The report of De Veaux College was received and referred to a 
special committee.

Report of the Treasurer is 


Whereas, in the diocese of Western New York, as in all parts of 
the country, there is a drift from the country to the cities, to provide 
for which new territory in the cities is constantly being opened for resi- 
dence purposes, territory in which the Church should be represented by the 
establishment of missions according to a definite policy. 

And whereas, in Buffalo especially are many foreigners, notably 
Italians without Church allegiance, to whom the Church is fitted to min- 
ister acceptably. 

And whereas, although both of these facts point to the need of a 
greater concentration of effort upon the cities, two things stand in the 
way of such greater concentration, namely, first, the territorial extent 
of the diocese which makes it impossible for one Bishop to give especial 
attention to any one section of it; and, second, a lack of funds with which 
to provide adequate missionary supervision of the country and cities; 
also; therefore, 

Resolved, that in the opinion of the members of the Standing Com- 
mittee, steps should be taken at once to ascertain the advisability and 
possibility of providing for a greater concentration of effort upon the 
cities, by a territorial division of the diocese; and to ascertain further, 
provided such division is found advisable, what territorial limits should 
be set and what condtions should obtain, in making such division.

(C) Diocesan Missions 


Report of the Archdeacon of Buttalo 


To the Rt. Rev. W. D. Walker, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of Western New York: 
Rt. Rev. Father in God: 


The Archdeacon hereby tenders his annual report on the condition of 
the missionary work in the Archdeaconry of Buffalo, comprising the seven 
and a half counties in the western end of the Diocese. 

Like all reports of this nature there can be very little change from 
the ordinary report, as its record of work must be largely of routine nature. 
Yet there is evidence here and there of growth and progress of the Church 
work we record this year. More missionaries of the Board in the field than 
in any previous year. Wherever there is a possibility of assuming a support 
for a clergyman with the help of the stipend from the Board the place 
or places are filled with competent workers. There are nine new mis- 
sionaries in the field which have come to us during the year. Five men 
have left the field., and only three of those who were with us a year ago 
are with us today. The several missionary parishes and missions are 
today manned by 12 Priests, 1 Deacon and 1 candidate for orders—14. 

During the year regular services of the Church have been provided 
for in 55 places in Church buildings, halls and homes: (1) By the Arch- 
deacon, (2) by Missionaries. of the Board, (3) by Clergy in charge of 
missions, and (4) by the members of the Missionary Layman’s League, 
who, in addition to serving in mansions, also read the services in a number 
of institutions in the city. The cost of maintaining all this work has 
been about $5,000.00.

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The Laymen’s Missionary League, whose members are licensed by the 
Bishop of the Diocese to read the Church services whenever called upon 
by the Archdeacon and Superintendent of the League. The readers have 
maintained regular services in the absence of the Archdeacon at Angola, 
Brant, Corfu, Darien Center, Depew, Franklinville, Springville, Williams- 
ville (8), and in the different institutions in the city. 

The Archdeacon has regularly each month during the year officiated 
and administered the Holy Communion and performed other duties of his 
office in the following Missions and Parishes: Alden, Angola, Belmont, 
Belvidere, Bolivar, Brant, Corfu, Darien, Depew, East Randolph, Forest- 
ville, Franklinville, Friendship, Hinsdale, Irving, Little Valley, Newtown, 
Randolph, Silver Creek, Sinclairville, Williamsville—21. 


The following Missionary Parishes and Missions have become vacant 
during the year, whose ministrants were receiving stipend. from the 
Missionary Board:

THE INDIAN WorkK—Never has the Indian work been better cared 
for, nor the people more responsive to the Church services. The Sunday 
School is growing. The work of the Choir is very commendable. The 
offerings are more than common:to meet some of the expenses. I believe 
the clergy who had the pleasure of officiating in the Chureh during the 
Lenten season can testify to all the statements concerning the field. Mr. 
Clough, a member of the League, is doing good work, and is constant in his 
attention in the demands of the field. I may mention two occasions, which 
is to say the least, to show what hold the Church has on these people. The 
one, a Communion Service, held in one of the homes of our people, where 
nineteen persons were present, ten of whom received the Holy Communion, 
and two of their number present, adults, were received “into the Church 
through Holy Baptism. 

The other occasion was on Good Friday. A family unable through 
illness to attend the Church service in the Church requested a service 
suitable and appropriate for the day to be held in their home. The 
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service was held at which a goodly number were present. We cannot 
estimate or value, by dollars and cents, such services among a people 
who have only known of the Church for a few years. It speaks well for 
the Church and work and the great need to emphasize and encourage the 
aie among a people who appreciate what is being done for them. 


Would that somthing might be done for these people in a social way. 
I suggested in my report last year that we secure an unoccupied school 
house situated near the Church and maintain it as a social center. These 
people need just such a place where they could gather together for 
social intercourse and amusement. Their lives are void of any such pleas- 
ure. I wish something might be done or some action taken to insure 
some way through which the social lives of these people committed to 
our charge might be improved and helped. 


The work in the Archdeaconry for which the Archdeacon is person- 
ally responsible and to whom the people and the Missions of the ecom- 
munity look to him for spiritual guidance and pastoral care. I mean 
those Missions where the Archdeacon only officiates and where the mem- 
bers of the Laymen’s League read the services on the Sundays when he is 
elsewhere. They help the work very much and thereby give the people 
the privilege of attending and worshipping in the Church services, which 
they would not have only for the Lay Reader’s presence. I desire here 
to thank the League and its members for its loyalty and devotion in 
the Church Missions. 


; Chautauqua.—It became my pleasant duty again last summer, at the 

request of the Bishop to assume charge and be responsible for the 
services in the chapel of the Good Shepherd during the Assembly season. 
This is certainly a very important point for the Church to be represented, 
and services should be maintained regularly by some responsible to 
officiate at the appointed time. There are at times, during the season, 
from 12 to 20 thousand people gathered here, who are communicants of 
the Church. 


The usual services during July and August were held as follows: 


Sundays: Holy Communion at 8 and 9 A. M. Morning Prayer and 
Ante-Communion at 10 A. M. Evening Prayer on Wednesday evenings and 
Litany on Friday evenings of each week during the season.

Your Archdeacon desires here to express his grateful thanks to the 
Bishop for his continual kindness shown me, and the Clergy for their 
interest in the Missionary work of the Archdeaconry, for the many 
services held by them during the Lenten Season and to the Superinten- 
dent and Members of the League for the reading of the services in the 
several Missions, in the absence of the Archdacon.

Report of the Archdeacon of Rochester 


Rt. Rev. Wm. D. Walker, Bishop of the Diocese, and Brethren of the 
Clergy and Laity. 


Each year I find it more and more difficult to set forth in words all 
that enters into the work which your general missionary may have attempted 
to accomplish during the previous twelve months. Statistics are such cold 
mechanical things one dislikes to use them. They tell nothing concerning 
the thousand and one petty details which enter into, and constitute so large 
a part of the life of one who is called to serve in various capacities, and in 
differing localities. 


Rural churches, like rural roads, must often be negotiated with caution 
and skill, if one is to avoid landing in the ditch. And yet, to one who 
has the true missionary spirit in him, obstacles act only as an incentive 
to greater effort. 


As a preface to my report I am hinting at the sharp turns, and danger- 
ous crossings which lie in the pathway of your general missionary, for 
these things are seldom mentioned on occasions of this character. Missionary 
reports are apt to follow the improved roads, and one to read them, would 
imagine the life and work of a missionary to be a continuous ‘‘Joy Ride.’’ 
But because I have given this phase of the work precedence in my report, 
I would not have it assume that position in your minds. These things 
constitute the ‘‘Thorn in the flesh’’ sent to ‘‘buffet me’’ lest in the 
blessings which fall to my portion, I should be ‘‘ Exalted above measure.’’ 


During the past year, with the help of lay readers, and certain of the 
clergy, regular Sunday services have been maintained at Hunts, Caledonia, 
Charlotte, Victor, Shortsville, East Rochester, Dresden, Himrod, Montour 
Falls, Holeomb, Fairport and Manchester. 


At Bradford and Wayne services are held during the summer months 
by the rector of Hammondsport, and the Rev. Mr. Burrill of Brockport 
ministered to the people of Holley up to January lst. We hope that he 
will again take up this work. 

At Sodus Point, Dundee, Wolcott and Nunda, only occasional services 
have been held. At Union Hill and Spencerport, I hope to again build up 
a work, but the prospects at Spencerport are not encouraging. 


S2 Diocese of Western New York 


Personally I have held 129 services having officiated at Dundee, Him- 
rod, Dresden, Wolcott, Sodus Point, Shortsville, Fairport, East Rochester, 
Hunts and Nunda. I have baptized 26 and presented 9 for confirmation. 
I have performed 2 marriages and officiated at 9 funerals. 


The work at Fairport under the care of the Rev. Mr. Kates of Palmyra 
has had a great awakening and on the 19th of this month he presented a 
class of seven for confirmation. 


Mr. Kates feels that he can serve at Fairport only until such time as 
a successor may be found. The people will be very sorry to give him up. 
In connection with East Rochester, Fairport presents an inviting field of 
labor for some one, and we hope soon to find the right man. These places 
are rapidly growing suburbs of Rochester. 

At East Rochester, on the seventh of last month, we celebratec. our 
second anniversary by declaring our property out of debt, and the sanie 
has been deeded in trust to the Trustees of the Parochial Fund. 


We hope to have the building consecrated as soon as the Bishop can 
arrange to come to us. Ours is the only church property in the town which 
is free from debt. .While our membership has not increased in number 
very much, it is nevertheless, of a much more substantial chahracter, and 
our people know what they go to church for. Our ambition has been to lay 
a foundation upon which another might build, and having accomplished 
this, I feel that my personal work is done. 


At Charlotte our mission under the Rev. Mr. McCoy has enjoyed another 
year of prosperity, and the people have in mind plans for the enlargement 
of their church building. The work at Shortsville has also prospered, and 
on Easter morning I baptized four infants, and administered the communion 
to thirty-eight communicants, that being the largest number ever having 
communed at any one service. 


The Rev. Mr. Woodard, having accepted the rectorship of the chureh 
in Scottsville, made vacant by the removal of the Rev. Mr. Raines to 
Clifton Springs, has also accepted the care of our mission at Caledonia. 


Under the energetic leadership of the Rev. Mr. Leach of Honeoye 
Falls, the mission at Holcomb has had regular ministrations, and the 
attendance and interest has steadily increased. Mr, Leach has accepted 
a call to the church in Warsaw, and we trust someone may soon be found £0 
take up the work which he is leaving. 


At Nunda we hope this summer "to be able to have the church building 
put into habitable condition. 

The rectory, for many years an eye-sore, has been greatly improved, 
and is now an ornament to the town. It is rented to good advantage. 


At Hunts, our other mission in Livingston county, regular services have 
been maintained by a lay reader, Mr. Martlin, who has been faithful to 
his trust. Aside from this, Hunts has had the ministrations of the Rey. 
Mr. Stanton of Buffalo and myself. With our property in Nunda in good 
condition, and the establishment of a new mission station at Dalton, this 
Livingston county group will present an attractive field of labor for 
someone. 

The Rev. Mr. Raines in entering upon the rectorship of the church at 
Clifton Springs, also assumed charge of our mission at Manchester. The 
work at this point has never shown more than meager returns, and Mr. 
Raines has been in charge too short a time to change the conditions. We 


hope that he may be able to do so. The missions in Yates county, Dundee, 
Dresden and Himrod, present an inviting field. The combination of an 
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automobile, an adequate salary, and an energetic man, might work wonders 
in this Yates county group. The question is, are we willing and able to 
provide it? 

The problem of properly serving our rural churches has not in any 
degree been simplified during the past year. At the beginning of the 
christian era the church recognized the necessity of an increase in her 
working force, and gave instruction to seek among her members for ‘‘ Men 
of good report, and full of the Holy Ghost,’’ whom she might set apart 
for certain duties. The inability of the church of today to provide a class 
of men capable, and willing to serve in the smaller towns and rural districts 
of this, and other dioceses, would seem therefore to call loudly for a revival 
of the ancient order of deacons. 


In these latter days, in the great success which has attended her efforts 
to raise a pension fund, the church has demonstrated her financial ability 
to provide a living for any and all who may be dependent upon her; if 
she wills so to do. 

In order to secure, and place men in our more important mission fields, 
large stipends must be granted from the treasury of our Board of Missions. 
The cost of the bare necessities of life has in the past few years advanced 
with giant strides; and the end is not yet. To meet this, if we are to 
adequately provide for our present field of operations, there must be a 
more generous policy pursued. Or if men are not available for the fields 
now open, then some man should be secured for the office of the arch- 
deacon who can, on the salary attached to the office, provide more frequent 
week right services at points now receiving only occasional Sunday 
celebrations. 

An unmarried man could devote more of his time and salary to the 
work, and to the expense of traveling from place to place. If the field can 
be supplhed with men in full orders, your present archdeacon will be left 
free to exercise more fully his special gifts in the establishment of other 
missions, and the building of new churches. 


On the other hand, if the members of our communion elect to have 
the mission work of the church carried on, on a fifty cent basis, they must 
not expect dollar results. 


With one exception there is not a village, or rural community in this 
archdeaconry where one or more of our christian brethren of other names, 
have not resident ministers caring for their respective charges seven days 
in the week, while in the same locality our church maintains a feeble 
existence under the present policy of an occasional service. Under such 
conditions we cannot hope for any growth in numbers. The man who is 
on the ground seven days in the week, is there to further the interests of 
his particular denomination, and he is entitled to the spoils of the chase. 
We may say that our people should remain loyal to the church, and so 
they should, and many of the older members do, but it is folly to preach 
loyalty to the rising generation when the church fails to demonstrate her 
loyalty to them by providing men and means to minister to their spiritual 
necessities. 


There is an easy way out of our difficulty which is being widely 
advocated today, and that is, to disregard our Lord’s command ‘‘Give ye 
them to eat,’’ and by withdrawing from certain communities bid our people 
seek elsewhere for the ‘‘ Bread of Life.’’ 

In two or three instances this plan has been followed, and empty church 
buildings now stand as monuments witnessing to the fact that ‘‘We also 
at one time ran,’’ but that the race was too swift for us. 
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If the church is to be regarded simply as an organization to be entered 
in competition with a great variety of other religious organizations, then 
this plan can be followed with impunity and we may logically go even 
further and say, that if the church has no special mission, but exists only 
as a competitive organization, then she has no right to set up her banner 
in any community, regardless of either its size, or the fees of Tone ae 
societies already established there. 


On the other hand if in her sacramental teaching, she has a message 
which she has been commissioned to deliver to the world, then it is our 
duty to see to it that men and means are provided to enable her to carry 
the same into every home in our land. 


Far be it from me to disparage the great and good work being done 
by our Christian brethren of other names, the existence of these bodies is a 
living witness to the fact that in time past the church has neglected to fulfil 
the mission committed to her, and that in her vision she has failed to see 
the height, and depth, and length and breadth of the love of God. 


Personally I believe that the Church can give a reason for her existence, 
and for this reason I feel myself constrained to serve at her altar. 


For the coming year I would suggest for the Yates county group of 
missions, an appropriation of seven hundred dollars and an automobile. 
or East Rochester, Fairport and’ Union Hill an appropriation of. six 
hundred dollars and an automobile. I believe that with such appropriations, 
supplemented by what the missions can themselves raise, we could get good 
men to take these fields and thus leave me free to arrange for other 
groupings. : 

IT should like to try this plan for a year or so. It is now being suc- 
cessfully worked in other dioceses. . 

If such a proposition, as has been here suggested, could be put in force, 
I believe our people would give to it a large and enthusiastic support. — 

At the present time we have sufficient funds in our ey, to finance 
such an undertaking for one year. Why not try it? 

In the hope that the year now before us may be one of greater 
opportunity and service, this report is respectfully submitted.

Report of the Missionary to Deaf Mutes 


To the Venerable, the Archdeacon of Buffalo: 


I very respectfully submit the following report of my work as 
Missionary to the Deaf during the vear just closed: hal 

My appointment as Missionary dates nominally from May 1, 1916, 
but it was not until the middle of June that I was formally authorized 
to begin work. The present report, therefore, covers a period of only 
eleven months. 

Coming to the Diocese practically a stranger, I have had much to 
learn, and the first year has been devoted mainly to the study of condi- 
tions. I have attempted little as yet in the way of extending the work. 
The city of Buffalo in itself is a large field which might well absorb the 
entire time and energies of a single missionary. At the services held in 
that city people are usually present from Tonawanda, Niagara Falls, 
Lockport, Areade and East Aurora, with occasional attendants from 
more distant points. The only other point in the Archdeaconry that 
seems pressingly to need the attention of the Misisonary is Jamestown, 
and so far I have been unable to visit that city. In Buffalo services 
have been held once a month throughout the year, except in August, 
each alternate service being a celebration of the Holy Communion with 
sermon. There has been one baptism, that of an infant. There have 
been three social meetings of the Mission which I have attended. I have 
made a considerable number of house to house visits, most of them on 
the sick and aged. . 


Unfortunately I have kept no separate account of my expenditures 
on account of the work.in the Archdeaconry of Buffalo—in fact, as my 
journeyings usually cover both Archdeaconries, it is impossible to deter- 
mine with just what proportion of my expenses each is fairly chargeable. 
I therefore submit the following financial statement for the entire 
Diocese: The offerings of the deaf at services and various small contri- 
butions from hearing people have amounted to $67.26. My expenditures 
for travel, postage, stationery, etc., have amounted to $175.01. . There 
has thus been a deficit of $107.75, which I have myself met out of. my 
stipend of $400 a year ($200 from each of the Archdeaconries).. 


The offerings of the deaf have been smaller than usual, partly Bains 
to the fact that I have deemed it unwise to place too great emphasis 
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on money matters at the start. Perhaps no other people suffer more 
from systematic exploitation than do the deaf—they are asked and 
expected to contribute to numberless charitable and secular objects. As 
a result, they are rather disposed to view with suspicion efforts to interest 
them. It has thus seemed wisest to try to convince them that the 
Church is after their hearts and minds rather than their money. During 
the later months of the year the offerings were larger, and I am confident 
that ultimately the deaf people will be more than able to meet the 
‘‘yunning expenses’’ of the work. But till they do the Missionary must 
either sacrifice a part of his stipend or curtail the work. I prefer to 
do the former. 


To sum up briefly, my first year’s experience convinces me that the 
Church in the Diocese of Western New York has a splendid opportunity 
among the deaf and dumb people. While Christians of many names are 
represented among them, all have received me with the greatest kindness. 
The attendance at services has been exceedingly good, even after the 
first novelty has worn off. We already have a little body of faithful 
and earnest communicants in Buffalo and I am hopeful that the number 
will be added to by confirmations during the coming year. The Missicn 
is exerting a genuine moral infiuence in the community. I am very 
hopeful for the future—the opportunities for work for the Master are 
large, and are limited only by the means at my disposal.

Report of the Warden 


To the Board of Religious Education, Diocese of Western New York. 


The Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School respectfully presents his 
report as to the condition of the School for the year 1916-17 as follows: 
Lectures and instructions have been given monthly (with the usual summer 
vacation) from May to April, inclusive, and the annual examinations were 
held in June. 


This year’s chapter in the history of the School is remarkable, both for 
the number and personnel of the students who have come to us. 


A year ago I reported four students in attendance. Of these, Messrs. 
Sagar and Salisbury, after three years’ work, graduated with the diploma 
granted for completing the course of study prescribed, were subsequently 
ordered to the Diaconate and in their present labors give promise of a 
devout and devoted ministry. Mr. Goldsmith completes his middle year next 
month, but Mr. Doughty from the Central diocese has not attended classes 
this year. He hopes to be able to take up the work of the Senior year 
when the School reopens in the autumn. 


DeLancey Divinity School 87 


We now come to a remarkable experience in our history. With the 
opening of the term in October we received four students, Messrs. W. A. 
Brown, J. E. Balmer, and W. E. Nixon, all ministers in the M. E. Com- 
munion, and I, M. Marchant, a Dominican priest of the Roman Church. 
Subsequently, to these were added. the Rev. J. DeL. Scovil, in deacon’s 
order, from the diocese of Central New York, and Messrs. 8. Schofield and 
J. H. Rayner also from the M. E. Body. Of the above, three have had col- 
legiate training and three have pursued the five years’ course prescribed 
by the Methodist Board for candidates for their ministry. 

Messrs Sagar and Salisbury, after their graduation, wisely determined 
to continue their connection with the School in the study of special subjects. 
Thus we have had ten students in regular attendance, a number, I think, 
never before reached in any one year in the history of the School and 
remarkable in the fact that so many of them have come to us from the 
Methodist ministry. I may add that the two others of our present students, 
both now in Holy Orders, came to us from the Methodists and that at least 
five of the seven were baptized and received their early education in the 
Church. Another, not from the Methodists, attained early manhood as a 
Churchman and studied in a Church college and then left us for a while. 


I may be pardoned the digression in saying that our School year has 
5 ” > 
been a most happy one, largely rendered so from the fact that so many 
of our students are rejoicing that they have returned ‘‘home.’’ 


Applications for admission to the School next term have already been 
received and are under consideration. 

We ask the parochial clergy of both dioceses, as also the Chapters of 
the Brotherhood of 8S. Andrew and others who may be interested to ‘‘ look 
us out men,’’ whom we might help prepare for the Sacred Ministry but 
who are so circumstanced as to be precluded from becoming students in 
the larger Seminaries. 

We are indebted to the Rev. Geo. H. Gaviller, rector of All Saints’ 
Chureh, Buffalo, for the gift of fifty-six volumes of the Parker Society 
Library, to the Library of the School. This is, indeed, a valuable addition 
to our collection and merits more than this formal acknowledgement. 


The putting in of additional shelving has made necessary the shifting 
of the more than forty-two hundred volumes in our Library, a labor con- 
suming considerable time. This has been accomplished; the books are again 
in order and in their proper sections. The additions to the Library, since 
the catalogue of 1904 was printed—about 2000 volumes—have yet to be 
copied from the MS catalogues and prepared for the printer before the 
supplementary catalogue, for which permission has been given, is published. 


Of the $75.00 appropriated by the Board, last year, plus the balance 
of $14.13 in the Warden’s hands, carried over from the year previous, for 
the purchase of text and other books $79.00 has been expended, leaving a 
balance in the Farmers & Merchants Bank of $9.58. 


In view of the increased number of students and of the outlook for 
additional students next term, the Warden thinks that an appropriation 
of $100.00 for the book fund is not too much to ask for the coming year. 

The Warden has received since May 1, 1916, on orders issued by your 
Secretary, on the Treasurer of the Parochial Fund, the sum of $525.00. 
He had a balance in hand May 1, 1916, of $60.29. He has received from 
Bishop Fiske, coadjutor of Central New York, $21.80 for expense incurred 
for one of his students, making the total sum received $607.09. He has 
expended, as per itemized accounts sent from time to time to the Secretary 
of the Board of Religious Education, to date, the sum of $551.30, leaving 
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in his hands a cash balance of $55.79. In addition to the above the 
Warden has received the honorarium for the lecturers of $700.00 which 
passed through his hands May 23, 1915, and also the $75.00 for the Book 
Fund as above accounted for. 

Again we put on record our appreciation of the interest manifested 
by the Rectors of Trinity Church, Buffalo, and Trinity Church, Geneva, in 
placing at our disposal rooms in their parish houses. 

In common with the Diocese we have to regret the illness of the Bishop 
which prevented his visits to the sessions of the School with the single 
exception of his coming to the class-rooms in March, bringing with him the 
Bishops of Colorado and Alaska who, with himself, addressed the students. 

With an increased number of students the interest and enthusiasm of 
all the instructors has been intensified. The students have been regular 
in attendance and faithful in the performance of assigned duties. 

The Warden tenders his thanks to the Board for the encouragement 
given him in the discharge of the duties of his office.

This $7,307.85 surplus is not considered in any other cash account 
asset, and is carried in a surplus account in the Union Trust Company 
hearing interest at 4%, the interest going into the Income Account 
under Receipts from Interest.

In 1906 this amount was $229.00; it has 
grown since that time to the amount ‘of $7,307.85. Your Trustees can 
see no good reason for carrying the whole of this amount in this way.

(G) Report of the Board of Religious wCoducation 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Council: 


Four meetings of the Board have been held during the past year,— 
in November and December, 1916, and in January and April, 1917,— 
with an average attendance of ten members. 


The officers of the Board as elected are: 

President—Mr. A. B. Houghton. 

Vice-President—Mr. Harper Sibley. 

Treasurer—Rev. Alfred Brittain. 

Secretary—Rev. J. W. Denness Cooper. 

Edueational Secretary—Rev. J. W. Denness Cooper. 

In accordance with the resuirements of the Canons constituting this 
Board, members were elected for terms of years as follows: 

For one year—Rev. Messrs. Brittain and Ferris and Messrs. Hough- 
ton and Mellen. , 

For two years—Rev. Messrs. Cooper and Sherwood and Messrs. Sib- 
ley and Boynton. 

For three years—Rev. Messrs. Gaviller and Hart and Messrs. Kates 
and Dr. Squire. 

During the year, repairs were authorized on the Warden’s house at 
a cost of $169.64. 

The Rev. G. H. Gaviller presented a set of 56 volumes of the ‘‘ Parker 
Society Library’’ to the DeLancey Divinity School. * 

It was officially arranged to take care of the Pension Premium of 
the Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School. 

According to the report of the Warden, two students have been 
graduated from the school during the past year, and later were advaneed 
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to the Diaconate. There are at present ten students in regular attend- 
ance upon the lectures of the School. 

Your Board would most heartily commend to the members of the 
Council the suggestion contained in the annual report of the Warden to 
this Board, viz., that the Parochial Clergy and also Chapters of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew ‘‘Lookout Men’’ whom we might help pre- 
pare for the Sacred Ministry, but yho are so circumstanced as to be pre- 
cluded from becoming resident students in the larger Seminaries. 


In the field of Sunday School work in the Diocese of yhich your 
Board is intrusted with the oversight, we believe the year has been one 
ef progress, and claim without egotism, that this has been achieved in 
a larger measure than ever before, through the efforts of your Board. 

Through the activities of the Enducational Secretary we have been 
in touch with individual schools and on every hand see a marked imn- 
provement. Through District Conferences, groups of workers have been 
stimulated and through visitations, much practical help has been given. 
In this connection your Board would eall attention to the fact that 
according to the original agreement, the Educational Secretary was en- 
gaged through a Committee of the Board for a term of three years, the 
understanding being that at the end of that period the Council would, 
if it thought wise, assume whole or part of the pecuniary liability in- 
volved in this office. Your Board would therefore recommend that some 
action be taken in this matter before the adjournment of this Council. 


The Board has prepared and is at the present time printing a booklet 
entitled ‘‘A STANDARD OF EFFICIENCY.’’ This will be in the hands 
of the Clergy and Superintendents of Schools within a few days. We 
would urge those receiving it to give it a most careful study and as far 
as possible endeavor to attain the standard there set forth. The mem- 
bers of the Board will give every help possible to individual schools to 
make this attainment possible. 

We would commend the Summer Conference for Church Workers 
held in Hobart College, Geneva, N. Y., under the direction of the Board 
of Religious Education of the Second Province. The dates for this 
Conference for the year 1917 are July 2nd to 13th. 

In accordance with suggestions made by the Educational Secretary, 
in his Annual Report to this Board, we would respectfully. recommend 

1. That every clergyman of the Diocese endeavor to make provision 
for the systematic training of teachers. 


2. That in every Parish and Mission of the Diocese ‘‘ Education 
Week’’ be observed, beginning yith the 3rd Sunday in October. 


3. That the possibility of Sunday School extension in unoceupied 
territory be seriously considered by the Diocese as a whole and by . in- 
dividual Rectors of Parishes. 


Report of Bducational Secretary 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Council: 


As your Secretary said last year, in presenting his report he dee 
so with a feeling of dissatisfaction, for it is impossible to tabulate: re- 
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sults of work done or to convey an adequate idea cf the scope of the 
fields which he covers. There are so many sides to his activities, and 
the influence of his office extends in so many directions, and is so in- 
sidious that mere figures bear but little relation. He can only say, that 
as far as possible he is always on the alert to use the influence of his 
position in every way to stimulate interest in and increase the efficiency 
of our schools as yell as to inculeate a more comprehensive idea of Re- 
ligious Education in general. 


In the Diocesan Journal of 1916, there are reported 164 Parishes, 
Missions, Chapels and Stations. Out of this number there are about 125 
schools. Your Secretary has upon solicitation visited, or by correspond- 
enee, advised about 71 of these. The nature of this advice has had to 
do with practically every side of Sunday School work. In some eases 
it has resulted in complete re-organization, in others it has meant sug- 
gestions for Curriculum, Lesson Courses, Teacher Training, Bible Classes, 
Parental Co-operation, Missionary Methods, Finance, Week-day Work— 
in faet it would be difficult to find a school subject on which his advice 
has not been sought, and without any thought of egotism, he ean say 
that wherever this advice has been given a marked improvement has 
been acknowledged. — 

During the year there have been sent out from his office 2,442 pieces 
of mail, while much of this has been in circular form, a great deal of it 
has been personal communications for specifice school needs, and the circle 
of his correspondents is widening day by day. 


Since his last report he has organized five District Conferences. In 
the Autumn, he assisted the officers of the Buffalo District in organizing 
the Buffalo School of Religion for its winter work. He also assisted in 
promoting a Conference in Buffalo held by Miss Withers of the General 
Board Council. He has on many occasions preached sermons and given 
addresses on behalf of Religious Education. His aid has been sought in 
the york of the New York State Sunday School Association and on be- 
half of the field work of our Lutheran Brethren. He has also been asked 
to speak in other dioceses than our own. 


In addition to his distinctively Diocesan work, his help has been 
sought by other Diocesan Boards. 


Through the generosity of a layman of this Diocese, he had the 
privilege of attending the Religious Educational Conferences of the Gen- 
eral Convention. 


He has represented Western New York on the Provincial Commission 
on Religious Education, of which body he has been made Recording 
Secretary. He also has been elected a member of the Governing Board 
of the Geneva Summer Conference of this Province. 


As to conditions within the Diocese, your Secretary still finds that 
some of the clergy do not appreciate that many of their school difh- 
culties or lack of interest might be overcome by soliciting his aid. He 
feels that the suggestion of the Board of a re-grouping of the Diocese 
into smaller units is a wise one, and will lead to the establishment of a 
more intimate relationship between himself, his clerical brethren and the 
faculty of the schools. 


Many of the smaller schools find it impossible to adopt more modern 
methods on account of lack of financial support. It would be a tremend- 
ous boon to such parishes and missions if a central fund could be created 
from which grants might be made for supplies. 
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Your Secretary is planning during the coming year to seek Con- 
ferences with Vestries of parishes with the idea of creating a sense of 
Parochial responsibility in the matters of religious nurture. 

He would suggest that to the Council: . 

1. That every clergpman of the Diocese endeavor to make provi- 
sion for the systematic training of teachers. 

2. That in every Parish and Mission of the Diocese, ‘‘ Education 
Week’’ be observed, beginning with the 3rd Sunday in October. 

3. That the possibility of Sunday School extension in unoccupied 
territory be seriously considered by the Diocese as a whole and by in- 
dividual rectors and parishes. 

Your Secretary would close his report by saying that one of the 
encouraging features is that wherever: he has been called in, a distinct 
improvement of conditions has been shown, and he can only hope, and 
has every reason to expect, that his services yill be more widely sought.

51, 1916, in compliance with the terms of the charter of the corporation. 

During the year the Trustees held eight meetings, with the following 
record of attendance: ;

1. In the school boys only are taken. 

During the year 1916 there were received on the foundation 30 boys. 
The average number maintained during the year was twenty-four, the 
greatest number in attendance at any one time was twenty-four and the 
least number was twenty-four. The age of the youngest boy on the 
foundation was 12 years; that of the oldest, 19 years. 


During the year the total number of pay pupils received was thirty- 
seven, of whom seventeen were day pupils. The greatest number in at- 
tendance at any one time was thirty-three and the least number twenty- 
two. 

The course of study is that published in the Register and is based 
on the Elementary and the Academic Syllabus of the New York State 
Edueation Department. 


2. In the matter of accounts the annexed schedules show: (a) the 
balance sheet; (b) Interest Bearing Endowment with a list of loans paid 
and made during the year, Land Contracts and the amounts of special 
endowment funds with the investments of the same; (c) Income Cash 
Account, Receipts and Disbursements; (d) a list of bonds and mortgages 
of the General Fund; (f) Guarantee Fund; (g) Charles Kennedy Scholar- 
ship; (h) Land Contracts; (i) list of real estate owned by the corpora- 
tion.

Memortal Resolutions 
Adopted by the Diocesan Council, May 15,1917 


(Received too late for printing with the Minutes) 


The members of the Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New 
York desire to express their sense of the deep loss which came to the 
Diocese when the Right Reverend William D. Walker, D. D., LL.D., 
D. C. L., was translated to higher work in the Higher Kingdom, when 
he departed out of this life, “in the firm undimmed belief” that he 
was changing but his sphere of labour and that in the newness of life 
his joy would be work for his dear Lord. and Saviour. 

During his Episcopate, during his entire ministry, he maintained 
inviolate the Creed of the Catholic Church, ever holding “the faith 
once for all delivered to the saints,’ deviating from the simple truth 
of the Gospel neither on the side of Mediaeval scholasticism nor on 
the side of Modern rationalism, and being truly a Bishop he was ever 
a faithful witness. 

The practice of the Ancient Church as embodied in the Angelione 
usage, set forth in our Prayer Book, established in this Diocese by 
Bishop Hobart and continued by Bishops DeLancey and Coxe, was dear 
to the heart of Bishop Walker. A man of fine presence, stately man- 
ners and movements, he delighted in the dignified ritual of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church and ever shunned, on the one hand Romanistic 
practices embodying superstitions, and on the other hand any lack of 
decency and order which might lead to irreverence in the House of 
God and obscure the teachings of the truth as it is in Jesus. 

A man of means, he was without display either in his home or in 
his personal life; given to hospitality, delighting in unostentatious 
entertainment and in quiet converse with his clergy and laity, he de- 
voted his means to good works throughout the Diocese and to that 
fatherly relief of disabled clergy and their families which was nee 
charity but an outflowing of love. 

He was eminently the Bishop of this. Diocese. Vavine a wide 
range of vision, a multitude of interests in both Church and State, 
he was the thoughtful, eloquent preacher, frequently invited to the 
pulpits of cathedrals and large city churches, yet he was particularly 
the Chief Pastor of the small rural parishes which he shepherded with 
that tender care which made us all speak of him as “Our Bishop.” 

Over the Councils of the Diocese he presided with impartiality, 
allowing every question to be debated thoroughly, ready to accept new 
ideas and to adopt new methods in Diocesan work, yet he had that 
deliberation which many times saved the Council and the Church from 
calamities and made Western New York a conservative and yet a 
progressive Diocese. His addresses were always scholarly, dealing with 
the most important questions of the day, setting forth fully the firm 
foundations upon which our Christian faith and life rust ever rest. 
For these and many other noble traits of individuality and manner of 
life characteristic of the good Bishop which was exemplified in William 
D. Walker, the late Bishop of Western New York, we sincerely thank 
God and pray that our late Beloved Bishop may enjoy the perpetual 
light of God’s presence.

ST. LUKE’S CHURCH, JAMESTOWN, N. Y., May 21, 1918. 


Tuesday, 1:30 P. M. 


The Eighty-first Annual Council of the Diocese of 
Western New York convened at the above time and place 
in accordance with Constitutional requirement and the ap- 
pointment of the Standing Committee acting as the Ecclesi- 
astical Authority of the Diocese. 


The President of the Standing Committee, the Rev. C. 
M. Sills, D. D., assisted by the Rector of the parish, the Rev. 
R. N. Willcox, led in brief devotions. 


The Bishop of the Diocese, the Rt. Rev. Charles Henry 
Brent, D. D., being absent engaged in his war duties as 
Senior Headquarters Chaplain of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in France, the Secretary of the Council, act- 
ing under Title I, Canon X, Section V, of the Diocesan 
Canons, called the Council to order. 


The Secretary announced that more than the canonical 
number of delegates of both Orders, entitled to seats and 
necessary to a quorum, had reported themselvs present.

A motion that the Secretary be instructed to indicate 
on the ballots, by asterisk, those who are already holding 
the positions for which they are nominated was lost. 


The Secretary of the Council presented the printed re- 
ports of various boards and institutions, as contained in 
pamphlet in the hands of the members, and, on motion, they 
were referred to the proper Standing Committees. 
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On motion of the Rev. Dr. Sills, the Rt. Rev. Frederick 
Courtney, D. D., was accorded the courtesy of a seat by the 
Presiding Officer of the Council; and was escorted by the 
President and the Secretary of the Standing Committee to 
a seat in the chancel of the Church. 

The chair recognized the Rev. Dr. North, who pre- 
sented a supplementary report of the Standing Committee, 
which, on motion, was adopted. 

A further supplementary report of the Standing Com- 
mittee, requesting the Wardens and Vestrymen of all par- 
ishes within the Diocese to take such formal action as may 
be necessary, either by directly increasing the Rector’s 
salary or by means of special parish subscriptions, to add 
twenty per cent. to the sum of all present clerical salaries, 
was presented by Mr. J. W. Crafts and, on motion, it, with 
its resolution, was adopted. 

On motion of the Rev. G. F. J. Sherwood, the Rev. John 
Anson McCausland, Silver Creek, was accorded the courtesy 
of a seat as a guest of the Council. 


On motion of Mr. W. J. Tully, the eéancil resolved it- 
self into a Committee of the Whole. - 

After deliberations of some length, the Committee of 
the Whole rose and reported to the Council that it had had 
under consideration the following communications from the 
Bishop of the Diocese:

Dear Dr. North: 


As time goes on and the illumination of experience reveals 
the situation in clear outline, I am driven to the conclusion that 
T must set the Diocese of Western New York free to secure at 
-onee that Episcopal oversight which it is my duty to provide. 
Although when I accepted election I foresaw absence running 
into several months and, of course, the possible or even probable 
contingency of death, I did not dream of this imperative demand 
in the A. E. F. that will probably hold me for the duration of 
the War. 


Eighty-first Annual Council, 1918 25 


As I told the Standing Committee on that memorable day 
when they dealt with my hesitation by magnanimously giving 
me unrestricted freedom of movement, the emergency. of the 
country and of the world has first claim over my life, for what 
it may be worth. I am still of the same mind. The War de- 
mands the sacrifice of everything. If it is the most critical fact of 
history then all that a man is or has must be contributed, either 
directly or indirectly, to the cause. Though I am not conscious 
either now or at any time of making or of having made, a sacrifice 
worthy the name, in proposing to you the severing of a tie that 
is hardly begun, I do violence to my heart’s yearnings. The 
Diocese of Western New York, for obvious reasons, is the only 
Diocese in the Church capable of an appeal strong enough to 
detach me from old associations and responsibilities. I had 
visions of rendering the last and best service of my life where I 
took my first faltering steps. But my judgment erred. In view 
of the uncertainties of these clouded times I should not have sur- 
rendered to your magnanimity. The truest reparation I can 
make is to put you in a position to pursue the normal course of 
Diocesan life at the earliest possible moment. There are three 
ways in which this can be done, either by my resignation, or by 
the election cf a Coadjutor Bishop, or by the election of a Suf- 
fragan Bishop. I cannot consider the continuation of the exist- 
ing arrangement, although your long-suffering encourages it. 
The Diocese must have permanent and regular oversight without 
delay,—oversight for which even the kind offices of brethren in 
the Episcopate cannot be a substitute. The election of a Suf- 
fragan I should also eliminate as involving complications that 
are undesirable. My distinct preference is that my resignation 
should be presented and accepted by the Diocese and the House 
of Bishops. This letter is, and may be acted upon as, my resigna- 
tion as Bishop of Western New York for the reason that I am not 
fulfilling the responsibilities of the office and there is no prospect 
of my being able to do so within a reasonable period. As there 
are ‘Canonical complications in this course, it may prove easier 
and wiser to ask permission for the election of a Coadjutor. The 
size of the Diocese, added to my absence, would constitute suf- 
ficient Canonical grounds for the request. The Canons do not 
contemplate any such emergency as the present crisis involves. 

In case a Coadjutor were elected I would give him complete 
jurisdiction during my absence on the full salary of the Bishop 
as now provided by the Diocese, and the Eastern half of the 
Diocese according to lines agreed upon by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority with half the salary, if or when I should return. If 
the proposition of resignation for any reason seems impossible 
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or difficult this letter is, and may be acted upon as, a request 
for the election of a Coadjutor. 

There is nothing more that I can trust myself to add. The 
task which lies immediately before me is in behalf of the whole 
Church of God and so for you. It is my duty, desire and purpose 
to put into its performance my whole life and undistracted 
attention. 

I am sending a copy of this letter to the Presiding Bishop 
and to-the Chairman of our War Commission.

Dear Dr. North: 


In a former letter I suggested that my salary during my 
absence constitute a fund for missionary purposes, after expenses 
incurred for Episcopal oversight in the Diocese had been deduct- 
ed. I proposed that you should deposit the money in the Old 
Colony Trust Company from month to month. In view of the 
new turn of affairs, I am herewith enclosing a blank cheque for 
the Treasurer to draw all that has been deposited up to date for 
distribution as the Eeclesiastical Authority may decide. From 
now on you will make no further deposits.

The Committee of the Whole further reported a 
memorial and resolution, presented by Mr. W. J. Tully; and 
recommended their adoption. On motion, they were adopted 
unanimously. They are as follows: 


The Bishop of the Diocese of Western New York has been appointed 
by the Secretary of War as Senior Chaplain of the United States Army 
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in France—the most responsible position ever held by any clergyman 
in connection with the Army of the United States of America. His 
pre-eminent fitness for this very great distinction is everywhere can- 
ceded, not only because of his high character and great ability, but 
also on account of his past experience in connection with the Army 
and the Government of the United States. During the fifteen years of 
his residence in the Philippines, from 1902 to 1917, he was constantly 
in touch with the officers and men of the United States Army, and with 
every individual clothed with official responsibility in the administra- 
tion of the civil affairs of the Islands. Moreover, his personal relations 
with General Pershing, Commander-in-Chief of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force, are known to be exceedingly personal and intimate. 


We are most emphatic in our belief that the United States and its 
Allies are waging a righteous war, a war upon which we ask God’s 
blessing without hesitation, and which we are sure that Christ our 
Lord approves. In this practically world-wide war, a war of nations 
and peoples, and not merely a war of armies, we are all, every one of 
us, called upon to give our best. The best that the Diocese of Western 
New York can give is our Bishop . We are, as we should be, proud 
beyond words to give him for this service. As he himself has recently 
said: ‘‘We must give until we have nothing left to give, and if one 
dies in the giving, that is of no account.” 


We must act in the same spirit that actuates him if we are to be 
in any sense worthy of having him as our Bishop. If he lives, and we 
pray God that he may be spared, we shall be unspeakably proud when 
he returns to us to assume his duties as the head of our Diocese. If 
he dies, and he well knows that this is within the range of possibility, 
we want him to die as Bishop of Western New York, as well as Senior 
Chaplain of the United States Army in France. 


Therefore, be it 


Resolved, That we record our deep appreciation of the privilege 
that is ours of giving our great Bishop for this great work; that we 
heartily endorse the action of the Standing Committee in granting 
unto him indefinite leave of absence; that in the judgment of this 
Council the relation exis#ing between Bishop Brent and ourselves is 
one which only death can sever; and that we extend to him the as- 
surance of our personal affection and complete approval of his accept- 
ance of the high office conferred upon him by our Government, and we 
ask the prayers of the people of our Diocese, for his overwhelming 
success in the discharge of the duties as Senior Chaplain, and his safe 
return to this Diocese at the end of the war. 


On motion the Secretary of the Council was instructed 
to give publication to the memorial and resolution, just 
adopted, in the public press and in the Church papers. 


On motion, the consideration of the propositions con- 
tained in Bishop Brent’s communications were made the 
special order of the gay. after the completion of the first 
ballot tomorrow. 
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On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin, the following 
resolutions, presented in the supplementary report of the 
Standing Committee, were adopted: 


Resolved, That the assessment for and under the item of Diocesan 
Expenses, payment of which is essential to representation in the Coun- 
cil, shall be made upon the basis of a budget from which shall be ex- 
cluded assessments for the General Board of Religious Education and 
the Commission for Social Service. 


Resolved, That these additional items be apportioned among the 
parishes as an Extra-Diocesan Expense. 


The Secretary presented a request of the Deaf-Mute 
Missionary for increased financial support; which, on mo- 
tion, was referred to the Financial Board. 


The Rev. Mr. Mosher presented the report of the De 
Lancey Divinity School, which, on motion, was received and 
ordered printed in the Journal. 


The Rev. Dr. Goodwin presented the following report 
which, on motion, was adopted: 


The Special Committee, appointed by the Standing Committee of 
the Diocese of Western New York to report to the Diocesan Council as 
to the advisability of merging the Christmas Fund of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Western New York with The 
Church Pension Fund, which appointment was communicated to the 
Council of the Diocese, in Buffalo, May 15 and 16, reported in the 
Diocesan Journal, page 74, having met in the city of Rochester, on the 
23rd day of April, 1918, adopted the following resolution: 


RESOLVED, That it is the sense of this committee that it seems 
advisable to recommend to the Council, at its next annual meeting, to 
take such action as may be necessary to merge the Christmas Fund 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Western New 
York, with The Church Pension Fund, provided that such merger shall 
provide for the meeting of all present and prospective obligations of 
the Christmas Fund; shall provide for the holding of all property, se- 
curities and money received by the Church Pension Fund from the 
Christmas Fund in a separate account in trust, the income thereof to 
be used, first, to reimburse the Church Pension Fund for all obliga- 
tions of the Christmas Fund which the Church Pension Fund shall as- 
sume under the said merger, and, second, when the Church Pension 
Fund shall have been so reimbursed, then to pay the pension assess- 
ments on behalf of the clergymen canonically resident in the Diocese 
of Western New York; and shall provide for the safeguarding of the 
interests of the Diocese; and 

RESOLVED, That Mr. Eugene C. Denton be and he is hereby re- 
quested by this committee to ascertain and present to the next An- 
nual Council of the Diocese the exact terms under which such merger 
may be made; and also to prepare a resolution to be presented to the 
Council ‘by and under which such merger may be authorized and 
legally consummated.

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Mr. E. C. Denton, speaking on the report just received, 
proposed the following resolutions which, on motion, were 
adopted: a motion to lay on the table having been lost. 


WHEREAS, The Christmas Fund of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Western New York finds its income from the 
Christmas offerings taken in the parishes, pursuant to Canon II, 
greatly reduced because of the assessments required from the parishes 
for the Church Pension Fund, so that said Christmas Fund will not 
long be able to pay the customary stipends to its beneficiaries; and 


WHEREAS, The Trustees of the Church Pension Fund are willing 
that said Christmas Fund shall be consolidated with the Church Pen- 
sion Fund under laws for that purpose made and provided; 


RESOLVED, That this Council hereby authorizes, empowers and 
directs the said Christmas Fund of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese of Western New York, to take all necessary steps for the 
consolidation of said Christmas Fund with the Church Pension Fund, 
in virtue of the powers conferred in Chapter 239 of the Laws of 1915, 
entitled, “An act to authorize the consolidation of the corporations, 
The Church Pension Fund and General Clergy Relief Fund and to au- 
thorize consolidation with other corporations and associations of sim- 
ilar objects and purposes,” upon the following terms and conditions 
of the consolidation and the following mode of carrying the same into 
effect: 


1. All the property, of every species, real, personal and mixed, 
and things in action, of the said Christmas Fund subject to all its 
obligations or liabilities of every description, shall be assigned and 
transferred to The Church Pension Fund. 


2. The Church Pension Fund shall assume and agree to continue 
to pay, at the rates and amounts during the periods customary at the 
date of such agreement, subject to the existing regulations or estab- 
lished customs of the said Christmas Fund all the annual allowances 
which heretofore have been granted by the said Christmas Fund to 
aged and infirm clergymen, or to the widows or children of deceased 
clergymen; and to assume and pay all other obligations or liabilities, 
if any there be, of every description which may have been assumed or 
incurred by the said Christmas Fund. 


3. The Church Pension Fund shall agree that subject to the pro- 
viso hereinafter mentioned it will grant and will pay allowances at 
the rates and amounts customary at the date of such agreement, and 
subject to the existing regulations or established customs of the said 
Christmas Fund: 


(a) To all Clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church who 
were canonically resident in the Diocese of Western New York at the 
time of the Diocesan Council held in May, 1918, who have since become 
or shall become hereafter eligible under the existing regulations or 
established customs of the said Christmas Fund to receive allowances 
from the said Christmas Fund if such agreement had not been made. 


(b) To all persons who are or shall become widows or children of 
clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church, the latter being at the 
time aforesaid canonically resident in the Diocese of Western New 
York and who shall hereafter die leaving widows or children who are 
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or shall become eligible, under the existing regulations or established 
customs of the said Christmas Fund, to receive allowances from the 
said Christmas Fund if such agreement had not been made. 


Provided, 


(c) That in all cases the clergymen referred to had not been 
eligible to have assessments paid on their behalf to the Church Pension 


Fund or to share in the benefit of the Accrued Liabilities Fund of the 
Church Pension Fund. 


4. The property received by The Church Pension Fund from the 
said Christmas Fund, together with any accretions thereof, shall be 
held by The Church Pension Fund as a separate fund, distinct from all 
other funds or property, the securities and investments whereof, to- 
gether with all reinvestments of said fund, shall be listed and described 
in a separate account designated as the Christmas Fund of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Western New York. The capital 
shall not be spent but shall be held intact. The income shall be ap- 
plied: 


(a) To reimburse to The Church Pension Fund all expenditures 
for the relief of clergymen and of the widows and children of deceased 
clergymen, which expenditures shall have been expressly assumed pur- 
suant to such agreement. 


(b) When The Church Pension Fund shall have been so reim- 
bursed, to pay pension assessments which shall be imposed by The 
Church Pension Fund for the benefit of clergymen canonically resident 
in the Diocese of Western New York in accordance with such directions 
as from time to time shall be given by the Council of the Diocese, or, 
in the absence of such directions, in accordance with such regulations 
as from time to time shall be adopted by The Church Pension Fund. 


RESOLVED, That the agreement of consolidation, containing the 
foregoing terms and conditions and such others as may seem to be 
advisable, when in a form approved by the said Church Pension Fund 
and the said Christmas Fund, shall be reported to the Council of this 
Diocese for its approval. 


The Rev. T. J. Shannon, of the Church Temperance 
Society, having been granted the privilege of the floor, ad- 
dressed the Council on certain temperance questions and 
bills now before the public. On motion, the following reso- 
lution was adopted: 


Whereas, It is increasingly plain that the prohibition of the traffic 
in alcoholic beverages is essential to adequate national self-summoning, 
the thorough effective use of our national equipment, and the proper 
husbanding of money, coal and food; and 


Whereas, Though distilling has ceased, the sale of ardent liquors 
is not stopped and cannot be because of the conditions fixed by the law 
empowering the President to commandeer existing stocks of them; and 


Whereas, Action by the President prohibiting the gross waste of 
food, coal, transportation facilities and money by closing the breweries 
would, as the laws now are, merely put drinkers on a whisky basis 
only; and’ 
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Whereas, The ratification of the proposed National Prohibition 
Amendment will not become effective till one year after its ratification; 


Be it Resolved, By the Diocese of Western New York, that it 
urgently requests the prompt passage of House Bill No. 11710, known 
as the Barkley Bill, providing complete war-emergency prohibition for 
the duration cf the war and the period of demobilization; and that it 
also calls upon the laity of the Church to work and vote for such Con- 
gressional and Legislative candidates only in the fall primaries and 
elections as shall commit themselves respectively to the enactment of 
national war-emergency prohibition by Congress at Washington and to 
ratification of the National Prohibition Amendment by the Legislature 
of the State of New York at Albany. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Purdy, a resolution provid- 
ing for the payment of transportation expenses of dele- 
gates was referred to the Financial Board. 


On motion of Mr. A. P. Rose, the chair was requested 
to appoint a committee of three members (which after- 
wards, by resolution of the Council was increased to five) 
to investigate and report as to certain properties be- 
queathed to the Diocese by the late Miss Carrie Mitchell, 
ue Wayne, Steuben County. The chair appointed the fol- 
owing: 


Committee on Mitchell Bequest: Judge Clarence Willis, Hon. S. S. 
Brown, A. P. Rose, the Rev. G. P. Sommerville, D. D., and John Cushing. 


The Presiding Officer requested the Secretary of the 
Council to take thé chair; and, on his doing so, presented 
certain resolutions respecting St. Stephen’s College, An- 
nandale, N. Y., which, on motion, were made the special 
order of the day tomorrow, after the consideration of the 
communications from Bishop Brent. 


The Presiding Officer resumed the chair. 
The Council adjourned until 8:00 P. M. 


Tuesday Evening, 8:00 P. M. 


Evening prayer was said by the Rector of the parish, 
assisted by the Rt. Rev. Frederick Courtney, D. D., and the 
Rev. Dr. Smith. The President of the Standing Commit- 
tee read an address to the Council from Bishop Brent, the 
subject of which was “Making Democracy Safe for the 
World.” The Rev. Dr. Goodwin addressed the Council on 


the missionary obligations and opportunities now before the 
Diocese. 
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Wednesday, 7:30 A. M. 


The Holy Communion was celebrated, the Rt. Rev. 
Frederick Courtney, D. D., being the celebrant, assisted by 
the President and the Secretary of the Standing Committee, 
the eee Officer of the Council, and the Rector of the 
parish. 


Wednesday, 9:00 A. M. 


The Council met for business, the Rev. C. A. Jessup, 
D. D., Presiding Officer, in the chair. 


The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read and, 
on motion, adopted. 


The Financial Board, reporting upon matters referred 
to it, recommended that certain compromises as to assess- 
ments proposed by the parishes at Fredonia and Canaser- 
aga be accepted and that their delegates be admitted to seats 
in the Council when payment is made. On motion, the rec- 
ommendation was adopted. 

The Financial Board also reported that the resolution 
of the Rev. Dr. Purdy regarding the payment of transporta- 
tion expenses of delegates should be referred to the Stand- 
ing Committee on Constitution and Canons. On motion, it 
was so referred. 


The Council proceeded to the election of officers. 
The Presiding Officer appointed the following tellers: 
Clerical Vote: The Rev. E. Sills, W. A. Broadhead. 
Lay Vote: The Rev. W. C. Compton, J. L. Humphrey. 

The vote being cast the ballot was declared closed. 

On motion, the Rt. Rev. Frederick Courtney, D. D., was 
requested to address the Council; which he did, thanking 
the Council, and those represented by it, for the cordial 
reception accorded him by officials, parishes and people of 
the Diocese, and wishing the Council God-speed in its work. 


Referring to our absent Diocesan, the Bishop expressed 
the thought that this Diocese should thank God for him and 
the great work he is doing as Senior Headquarters Chaplain 
A. E. F., at the war front in France. 


Speaking of world changes that are resulting from the 
present great conflict of nations, he appealed to the laity to 
give attention to Church doctrine and Church principles, 
and to take up the role of prophets, that, in effective co- 
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operation with the clergy, they may help devise that which 
will conduce to the advancement of God’s Kingdom. 


The Presiding Officer voiced the thanks of the Council 
for the address just heard, and expressed the gratification 
of the members in the fact that the Bishop could be with us 
at this particular time. . 


_ The Rey. Dr. Goodwin offered the following resolution, 
which, on motion, was unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, The Rt. Rev. Charles Henry Brent, D. D., Bishop of the 
Diocese of Western New York, who is serving as Senior Chaplain of 
the American Expeditionary Force in France, has communicated 
through the Standing Committee to the Council of this Diocese his de- 
sire that a Bishop Coadjutor be elected for the Diocese of Western 
New York, and has designated in writing the duties which he will as- 
sign to the said Bishop Coadjutor, if elected; therefore be it 


Resolved, That the Council of the Diocese of Western New York 
does hereby approve of the election of a Bishop Coadjutor for this Dio- 
cese, and requests the consent of the Bishops and several Standing 
Committees of the Dioceses to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor of 
this Diocese by reason of the extent of Diocesan work, whereby the 
Bishop is unable fully to discharge the duties of his office. 


Judge Brown and Senator Tully joined in proposing the 
above resolution. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin, the following reso- 
lution was adopted: 

Resolved, That as soon as the necessary consents to the election 

of a Bishop Coadjutor shall have been received a Special Council of 

this Diocese be convened to elect a Bishop Coadjutor. Such Council to 


be called by the Standing Committee as early after the first of Septem- 
ber as possible. 


The Committee on the Division of the Diocese and the 
Re-allignment of Diocesan Lines reported progress and 
asked to be continued. On motion, its request was granted. 


On motion of Mr. W. J. Tully, speaking on the Special 
Order of the Day, the following resolutions presented by 
the Rev. Dr. Jessup concerning St. Stephen’s College, were 
adopted: they having been amended by the substitution in 
the third resolution of the words, seek to provide through its 
Extra-Diocesan Budget, for the words ‘‘provide by some 
other method.” As amended and finally adopted the resolu- 
tions are: 7 

Whereas, The Synod of the Second Province has appointed a Com- 


mittee to appeal to the Dioceses for scholarships for St. Stephen’s 
College, and 
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Whereas, The Committee has proposed for the consideration of the 
Synod a method by which each Diocese may be ultimately represented 
in the Board of Trustees of St. Stephen’s College, 


Resolved, First, that this Convention endorse the action of the 
Synod at its last annual meeting in New York City. 

Second, that this Convention recommend to the Synod that St. 
Stephen’s College be an official college of the Province, 


Third, that this Convention appropriate or seek to provide through 
its Extra Diocesan Budget the sum of $450 each year for four years, un- 
til the sum of $1,800 annually is reached, thus maintaining one addi- 
tional scholar each year until there are continually four scholars in 
residence at the College from this Diocese; that these scholars shall be 
preferably sons of Clergymen and that this arrangement shall begin 
in September, 1918. 


The Rev. W. R. Lord reported for the War Service 
Commission of the Diocese. On motion, the report was re- 
ceived and ordered printed. 


On motion of the Rev. W. H. G. Lewis, the War Service 
Commission was directed to ascertain from the General War 
Commission of the Church the names of such parishes and 
missions, if any, as have forwarded their contributions 
directly to headquarters; and to include them in the Dio- 
cesan list of parishes that have given to the War Commis- 
sion Fund. 


. The Rev. Mr. Cooper presented the report of the Edu- 
cational Secretary of the Diocese. On motion, it was re- 
ceived and ordered printed in the Journal. 


The Rev. Dr. Sills offered the following, which, on mo- 
tion, was received and its recommendations adopted: 


The Standing Committee on the Admission of New Parishes re 
spectfully report that they have examined the papers accompanying the 
application of the Church of the Holy Communion, Buffalo, for admis- 
sion into union with the Church in the Diocese of Western New York, 
and have found them in conformity with the canons. The Committee 
therefore recommends the admission of the Church of the Holy Com- 
munion into union with the Church in this Diocese. 


The Rev. Mr. Ferris presented the report of the Board 
of Religious Education. On motion, the report was re- 
ceived and ordered printed. 


The Rev. Mr. Ferris also presented the following re- 
port, which, on motion, was received and its resolution 
adopted: 


Resolved, That the Council receives with approval the report of 
the Committee on Colleges and Universities, of the Commission on Re- 
ligious Education of the Province of New York and New Jersey; and 
further 
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Resolved, That a committee of two to consist of the Rev. C. D.

Bishops Address 
Making Democracy Safe for the World 


In the searching light of the months which have elapsed 
since I made my decision, I cannot do other than test honestly 
the validity of my choice to accept your call to leadership in 
the Church in the Diocese of Western New York. There have 
been many days when I would have returned to my missionary 
life in the Philippine Islands instantaneously and joyously 
had it been possible. This was partly due to homesickness but 
partly also to the fact that my vocation is missionary and 
can never be otherwise. It seems like doing violence to 
that vocation to move from the super-national to the national 
sphere. Nothing would justify it except the motive and pur- 
pose to earry into diocesan life not only the full loyalty of the 
past but intensified zeal in this the most vital responsibility 
of the Chureh’s life and activity. I shall look to you to aid 
me to the utmost in giving it the first place in our common 
effort to promote the Kingdom of God among men. 


Although we must try to be impartial in our relation to 
the whole field of missionary endeavor, I would lack in ordin- 
ary loyalty if I allowed anything to loosen my affection for 
and personal interest in the Philippine Islands and their peo- 
ple.. For sixteen years, night and day, they have been so in- 
timately part of myself that I could not now displace them if 
I tried. In this era of their history a fresh heart and hand can 
perhaps do better for them than I, were I to resume my place 
there. But my own heart and hand will always be instine- 
tively active in their behalf, whatever other duties hold me. 
This applies particularly to one department of work for which 
I made myself personally responsible. I mean the school and 
hospital work among the Moros. The permanent claim upon me 
which they constitute will, I trust, meet with your recognition 
and support. 


There is also one other, an immediate need, which I hope 
we can meet. In Bontoe the over-crowded Chapel is a daily 
appeal for funds for an adequate Church building. I should 
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like to see a worthy Memorial Church to the Rev. W. ©. Clapp, 
our first missionary among the northern Igorots, a man of 
saintly life and deep consecration. 


- My present work in France was undertaken as the contin- 
uation of my responsibility to the U. S. Army coincident with 
my life in the Philippines. It has taken on a more extensive 
character since I arrived in response to a request of the Com- 
mander in Chief, first suggested in May, 1917, but which then 
seemed impossible. Your most generous offer to have me act. 
as your representative in this responsibility has enabled me to 
throw myself into it with a free mind. I have been asked to 
become General Headquarters’ Chaplain with the task of or- 
ganizing the Chaplains’ Service:in the A. E. F. and co-ordin- 
ating the religious and moral agencies at work in the Army. 
I do not attempt to disguise the fact that prolonged absence 
from my new Diocese must be detrimental to its interests. In 
time of acute peril, which is also time of acute opportunity, 
one’s course cannot be shaped by canons of normal conditions. 
The question is one of weighing service values. The emergen- 
ey claim, coming unsought and undesired as it does, seems 
to allow of no contradiction. I have not chosen it: it has 
chosen me. The responsibility is superior to the local and 
touches intimately the life and future of the Christian 
Churches and the Nation. There is nothing in the A. E. F. to- 
day of more immediate importance. Your assurance of con- 
tinued support alone.can make it possible for me to give my- 
self to this undertaking, if not with confidence, at any rate 
without misgivings. It is as your representative that I began 
my work in France. It is as your representative that I must 
continue it, if I remain. 


He is a small man and but slimly endowed with courage 
who does not exult and thank God for having matched him 
with this, His hour. It is neither presumptuous nor mad to 
face the world of today with fearlessness and expectancy. It 
is the normal temper of the Christian to look up and lift up his 
head in all times and all places but especially when hostile 
forces set their battle array. Unless we are reading the signs 
of the times amiss, the Kingdom of Heaven is close at hand, 
eloser than we think, and some new phase of redemption draw- 
eth nigh. Nearness, “however, is of no value unless its contents 
are seized and appropriated by skilled and courageous hands. 
This is not a mystical and paradoxical assertion but one betas 
out by an increasing volume of undeniable fact. 


Bishop’s Address 43 


In the first place a salutary whirlwind is sweeping through 
the world, bearing both life and death in its tearing, scorching 
breath. It is purifying and burnishing that which is durable 
and clean; it is withering and demolishing that which is un- 
stable and unclean. The War is not‘the whirlwind. It is 
rather its weapon, unsheathed by man but wielded by God. 
The whirlwind is the fiery Spirit of God in a passion of love, 
bent on revealing the good and destroying the bad. He is so 
gentle that no grain of gold is lost in the process; so furious 
that no grain of dross escapes His wrath as He comes flying 
on the sombre wings of War. 


We have suddenly learned what a faulty and unreliable 
thing civilization as we have known it hitherto was. We had 
outgrown it and did not know it. Our loyalty to mere contin- 
uity was our undoing. We resisted radical change as though 
the fault of those who advocated it was that they were too ex- 
treme whereas the truth of the matter was that they were not 
extreme enough. Now we see gasping in the grip of death the 
civilization which cajoled us into paying it divine honars. Its 
soul will live but its body will die and rise again after the 
refinement of death, if we so will. Our part is not to try to 
keep it alive as it was, but to help it to die and win fresh life 
out of death. ‘‘ What we are striving for is a new internation- 
al order, based upon the broad universal principles of right 
and justice—no mere peace of shreds and patches.’’ So our 
President. 


- That which is here demanded of those group unities called 
nations in their inter-relations is demanded with equal insist- 
ence of the whole social order in its remotest corners as well 
as in its conspicuous mansions. As an English hand has writ- 
ten of the national: ‘‘We need to beware of patchwork . 
What has to be reconstructed after the War is not this or that 
Government Department, or this or that piece of social machin- 
ery, but . . . society itself. The individual statesman, im- 
mersed in daily routine—like the individual soldier in a battle 
—easily fails to understand the magnitude and far reaching 
importance of what is taking place around him. How does it 
fit together as a whole? How does it look from a distance? 
Count Okuma, one of the oldest, most experienced and ablest 
of the statesmen of Japan, watching the present conflict from 
the other side of the globe, declares it to be nothing less than 
the death of European civilization. Just as in the past the 
civilizations of Babylon, Egypt. Greece, Carthage and the 
great Roman Empire have been successively destroyed, so in 
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the judgment of this detached observer, the civilization of all 
Europe is even now receiving its death-blow . . . At such 
times of crisis it is easier to slip into ruin than to progress 
into higher forms of organization . . . If we in Britain are 
to escape from the decay of civilization itself, which the Japan- 
ese statesman foresees, we must ensure that what is presently 
to be built up in a new social order, based not on fighting but 
on fraternity—not on the competitive struggle for the means 
of bare life, but on a deliberately planned co-operation in pro- 
duction and distribution for the benefit of all who participate 
by hand or by brain—not on the utmost possible inequality of 
riches, but on a systematic approach towards a healthy equal- 
ity of material circumstances for every person born into the 
world—not on an enforced dominion over subject nations, sub- 
ject races, subject Colonies, subject classes, subject sex, but, 
in industry as well as government, on that equal freedom, 
that general consciousness of consent, and that widest possible 
participation in power, both economic and political, which is 
characteristic of Democracy.’’ If we add to this—not on a 
famishéd and shattered and competitive Christianity but on 
one Lord, one faith, one baptism, then the whole passage is 
thoroughly Pauline. 


The struggle today is through victory to a righteous and 
enduring peace—peace not in the cold sense of cessation of 
war but of a structural and temperamental change in the 
whole social order that will make war impossible. Nothing 
else will suffice. We can accept no terms of peace from the 
enemy that are not the repudiation of tyranny and the ac- 
knowledgment of his crime. But we, too, must admit where 
we are wrong. War will be inevitable as long as the frame- 
work and temper of community life in small as well as in 
large units is chiefly competitive and aggresively self-assertive. 
We cannot hope to have international harmony, however fine 
the machinery of achieving it may be, if the principles of na- 
tional life remain untouched and unchanged. 


It is of vital importance that this should be made clear 
without delay and without equivoecation. We must know now 
exactly what we are going to do with peace when we return 
to our firesides again. Unless we do, we cannot insure morale 
sufficient to sustain us through conflict to vietory. Our sol- 
diers are radically different from those of the Central Powers. 
Ours are citizens first and soldiers second; citizens always, 
soldiers for a moment; soldiers only so far as arms are an in- 


Bishop’s Address 45 


dispensable means of securing freedom for the exercise of citi- 
zenship. Whereas theirs are soldiers first and citizens second; 
the State is force and the first duty of the citizen is according 
to the logic of the definition, to be a soldier: the contention 
that Prussia is an army in character and a nation in name, is 
not an empty epigram but a self-confessed fact. The profes- 
sional soldier and the professional politician have a common 
motto— ‘To the victors, the spoils.’’ For the German it may 
be sufficient to inspire him with the expectation of victory as 
the final goal because he is out for spoils. It is different with 
our Allies and ourselves. We are soldiers only for a season 
and presently, please God, we shall be citizens with nothing 
of the soldier about us but a soldier’s memory. We must know 
what lies beyond in our national life. No one wishes to recall 
* the old order. Everyone counts the emergency, or ad interim, 
order tolerable only until peace comes. So we must think 
straight, see clearly and plan wisely. If we get the main fea- 
tures of life properly trimmed to a true plan in the lesser groups 
~ within our power, the larger unity will almost be a necessity 
flowing out of the other. A stable and righteous peace will make 
the world safe for democracy. But we must, conversely, make 
democracy safe for the world. There is the big task ready at 
hand for every citizen—we must determine what we are going 
to do nationally with peace when it is won, as won it must be. 
Those who think ahead will hold the future in the hollow of their 
hand. The time of preparation, however prolonged, will be all 
too short for so stupendous a task as to reshape society funda- 
mentally. Democracy is not a form of government; it is a 
principle of society. It determines the disposition and frame- 
work of government as one phase of social order. But it goes 
infinitely beyond statecraft. It is not extravagant to say that 
unless our citizen soldiers are inspired with a satisfactory view 
of national as well as international democracy of tomorrow, they 
will not have enough impetus to win this war. And even if they 
‘did, international peace would probably have as its immediate 
sequence national revolution and disorder. It is, however, a 
matter of principles rather than platforms. 


The first need of our own country is a more democratic 
conception of the whole of society. It is a defect of democracy, 
as we have known it, that it has been translated too exclusively 
into terms of government. Lincoln did not intend his Gettys- 
burg epigram to be a complete or a final definition-of democ- 
racy, if indeed he thought of it as a definition at all. Democ- 
racy is, politically considered, government of, by and for the 
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people. The sort of people who compose the government deter- 
mines the sort of government which will ensue. It will be good, 
bad or indifferent according as the people are good, bad or in- 
different. There have been more pains spent in the American 
Republic to make the votes universal than to make the voter 
intelligent and clean. Democracy is in its largest sense the com- 
plete development of the complete capacity of complete man. 
Nothing short of it is sufficient for the opportunity. Whatever 
may be the defects of the Army, it puts a conception of com- 
plete manhood before the glitter and tinsel of accidental and 
superficial accessories and acquirements. The German concep- 
tion of the soldier is a perfect military machine: the American, 
a complete man with a well trained body, a clean soul, and a 
free mind. The German conception of a soldier’s duty is to 
obey the State. The American, to serve the commonwealth. The 
German purpose is to enslave. The American, to set men free. 
It is plain that, if this analysis be true, the War is between 
the soldier and the citizen. The former fights to militarize the 
world, the latter to enfranchise it. 


There is of course a danger of militarizing our citizens. 
Yet there is absolutely no excuse for it. Militarization is the 
creation of military skill without regard to the means employed, 
provided a good fighting machine is the result. Its ethics are 
determined by necessity not by principle. It is the creation of a 
mechanical brute, whose chief equipment is force and whose 
chief occupation is destruction. 


The encouraging thing in our military experience thus far 
is the rising insistence laid upon character. More attention is 
being given to the character of the soldier than has ever been 
given to any one department of life in our nation. In the first 
place consider the means used for securing clean morals in the 
personnel of the Army. The earliest result of the process of 
physical examination was a staggering revelation. Our nation 
had the advantage of the experience of nations which had had 
nearly three years of war before we came in. Thanks to our be- 
ing thus. forearmed, we have been enabled to meet the sexual 
problem at any rate with an upward thrust. It is not so that 
war merely reveals what rottenness lies hidden beneath the fair 
surface of normal conditions. It intensifies and distorts sexual 
desire. This is partly unintelligible and partly intelligible. It 
may be as has been suggested, that in that war is the threatened 
suicide of society, heightened sexual passion is society’s pro- 
creative protest against its attempted annihilation. But this is 
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sure—and many years of close observation enable me to maintain 
it as a verified fact,—that even our mild militarism entails sex 
segregation, enforced celibacy, and the torment of enlarged and 
organized assaults upon purity. There is but one way to meet 
this extraordinary and inhuman strain on the fire of youth, 
youth frequently but poorly equipped to run even the ordinary 
gauntlet of temptations—the soldier must be built up in every 
feature of manhood, inspired by ideals so potent as to give no 
room for lower aspiration. His purity cannot be singled -out 
for development as a lonely virtue but must be made to lean on 
every pillar of personal virility. When all this has been done, 
the strain will be too great to endure except for a short time. 
We have begun well by direct attack. We must continue by in- 
direct but all embracing appeals to the highest impulses in the 
human soul if the good record begun is to continue. It is en- 
couraging to hear from officers on the firing line that it will be 
difficult for them to keep up with the enlisted men, so splendid 
are they. As an index of what our methods of determining the 
physical condition of our young men has revealed and how effec- 
tive our handling of the situation has proved, statistics from the 
Surgeon General’s Office, A. E. F., are appended. These figures 
speak for themselves. The number of venereal cases found in 
men from civil life examined for the National Army reach a 
point that is appalling even though the chart is not altogether 
accurate in its summary. In the A. E. F. a man found with 
venereal disease is subject to court martial and penal disci- 
pline, not only because his condition partakes of the character 
of self-inflicted injury but also because by an act of moral law- 
lessness he has become a menace to society. The flaw in justice 
is that the transgressor who escapes disease is not penalized. 
Penalty, when it fails, is for the consequence of transgression 
rather than for the transgression. The man who is already pen- 
alized by natural law is further penalized by military law. He 
who has transgressed in like degree and has luckily escaped the 
whip of natural law goes scot free. I am supposing that in both 
eases the offender has immediately reported after exposure ac- 
cording to Army regulations. 


Of course mere physical condition is in itself no final asset. 
But whether physical examination reveals wholesome or un- 
wholesome living, it is a great starting point for moral uplift or 
correction. Again, physical examination in itself is a mechani- 
eal precaution. But it gives spiritual agencies their opportun- 
ity. Our experience thus far shows that the methods adopted 
by our Army both in literature and in restrictive measures pro- 
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duces a higher degree of physical cleanness than is found in 
civil life. The great thing to insist upon is that it should be 
brought about by means that also promote cleanness of morals 
in thought and practice. Here lies the real difficulty. The 
A. HE, F. literature has touched the high-water mark of any 
similar literature, though there is still opportunity for improve- 
ment. Prophylactic instruction can easily obliterate the influ- 
ence of wholesome teaching by its suggestive effect. 


This subject 1s not one of mere national or local impori. 
It is as vast as mankind. Today it is begging for consideration 
at the hands of the combined interlocked democracies so that it 
can be opposed by a united front which is our chief hope of 
success against this foe as well as against Teuton armies. A con- 
ference on the problem between the Americans and French has 
met. One has also been arranged with the British looking 
toward common cause against one of our most subtle enemies. 
We have learned at least something of how to deal with the male 
side of the question. The female is more baffling. 


One thing we have learned is this—that a man’s private 
life is not his own property. He belongs to the commonwealth 
and must be protected first of all against himself. Medical ex- 
amination properly conducted is not a public nuisance or an in- 
fringement of personal liberty. It is a domestic blessing and 
should find permanent place in some wise form in every civilized 
community. With salutary, common sense téaching in the home 
on sex facts by the mother or father or both as a back-ground 
for manhood, we can look forward to a coming generation of 
clean-minded, clean-limbed youth. The Church must spiritual- 
ize this whole great movement toward a sexually wholesome to- 
morrow. 


It is an acknowledged defect of our democracy that it has. 
over stressed personal at the expense of social liberty. We must 
begin to strike a better balance.. The soldier’s uniform declares: 
the wearer to belong to the nation in time of war—that he must 
be at his best for life or death in behalf of his country’s ideals. 
under one uniform system. The citizen’s garb speaks of no 
less a devotion to the commonwealth in time of peace—only in. 
this latter case the individual method of service has larger play 
in its operation than is possible in the emergency of war. The 
social whole has been too timid in laying its requirements and. 
disciplines on the individual from fear of interfering with his 
legitimate liberty. The war has taught us that men are not only 
ready but soberly willing to respond to the demand for sacrifice: 
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if the reason for it is big enough. Universal Service in some 
wise and permanent form is going to be the demand of the men 
of peace as it has been the demand of the men of war. National 
development requires it not less than national defence. It can 
no more be properly expressed in taxes during peace than dur- 
ing war. It must be personal; it must be nation wide, including 
both sexes. 


But it is not in superimposed or statutory disciplines that 
we are chiefly to look for help. The nation is being educated in 
the comprehensive school of mankind and a public conscience on 
the subject is in preparation which will control society more and 
more. The one thing for us to attempt to do is to translate 
Democracy into terms of the Kingdom of God as revealed in the 
uncontroverted portion of the teaching of Jesus Christ, and to 
read into civil life virtues, some of which have become a com- 
monplace in the Army. Take social caste for an illustration. 
Snobbishness which lives and flourishes in our parlors at home 
lies dead in the trenches in France. Those ditches of mud are 
in respect of fraternity more like heaven than the mansions and 
marts of our nation. The test there is neither luck nor artificial 
eulture nor capital, but manhood, naked and splendid. The 
pride of chance, of veneer and of possessions has given way to 
the pride of comradeship. Can these men who have been re- 
duced to the common equality of brothers in time of war against 
a common foe go back home to array themselves against one 
another in a game of social exclusiveness or of financial grab? 
I think not. There are those of wealth and position who have 
already abjured, or who are ready to abjure these accessories 
for all time in order to bring in a higher measure of social and 
industrial order. They have had a vision which will never fade. 
All that is necessary in this connection is to print the good fea- 
tures of war lessons on the face of industry and make permanent 
for peace a fraternal principle which has proved indispensable 
for war. 


There are indications that men are beginning to think in 
terms of the whole race. For instance, the announcement at 
base camps in the B. E. F. where there are huge aggregations 
of men, that a missionary s»bject will be presented, insures 
packed audiences of men who listen breathlessly to the last word. 
This is the record of a common experience and not a snap judg- 
ment from exceptional occasions. As a matter of fact one ex- 
planation of missionary apathy in the past is that men have not 
been educated in the school of necessity to think in terms of the 
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race. Our American custom has been too much to think sece- 
tionally for three years, nationally for one and internationally 
only when compelled to do so. For the first time in nistory en- 
tire nations are beginning to think internationally. We have 
a great distance to travel yet before this becomes a universal and 
controlling habit of mind, but it has gone far enough to preclude 
the possibility of any democratic country from sinking back 
into habits of insularity. America is beginning to think and 
act internationally. She can no more cease from progressing in 
this direction than she can revert to colonial life. Our prin- 
ciples of government are so deeply set that our State Depart- 
ment is bound to be affected tremendously in all future handling 
of foreign affairs by a nation which in a first hand way is rap- 
idly becoming interested in and acquainted with international 
affairs. The Society of Nations will be an impregnable guardian 
of peace only when or if the conduct of foreign affairs is as much 
and-as intelligently democratised as the domestic departments 
of government. The purity and truthfulness of the daily press 
is in this connection of more vital importance than its freedom. 


} Towering above everything else today is the growing con- 
viction that the ultimate aim of this War is to give room in s0- 
ciety for the Kingdom of God to dwell—the plain advocacy and 
application through the Church to those principles of Christian 
brotherhood which are steadily capturing the imagination and 
swaying the conduct of rapidly increasing numbers of men who 
have not counted their lives dear unto themselves. The things 
which, as they say, we have asked men to die for must be so 
fused with common life as to make men ready to live for them. 
The Church and the State which have expected and executed the 
great sacrifices of her citizens which make every day in the year 
a saint’s day, must, when the immediate purpose for which the 
sacrifices were demanded shall have been gained, present to the 
citizen such a programme of progress and richness as will be 
recognized by all to compensate for and be commensurate with 
the pain and loss sustained. There must be a joy set before us 
which will inspire us to endure the Cross and despise the shame 
of the moment. It must be worked out and presented now. To- 
morrow is too late. for it. Now is the day of salvation. — 


It is inspiring and comforting to realize that, if we put the 
practical inauguration of the Kingdom of God among men as 
the ultimate aim of this war, we are not impeded from begin- 
ning the process forthwith. The Kingdom of God has as one 
of its main characteristics nearness. It is always available and 
outward conditions cannot exclude it. We can begin today com- 
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mitting our lives to its strong tide. Its restraints and. inspira- 
tions, individual and social, are here, at hand, forthe day, the 
hour, the moment.. Again, it is not even dependent upon victory 
for its own highest triumph. Indeed in the later statements: of 
the.aims of the war there ‘have been eliminated: elements that, 
had they stood, might have impeded rather than have aided the 
progress of a Kingdom whose roots are buried in: the soil of 
meekness, humility, forgiveness and love. The Kingdom of God 
is never so completely at home as in defeat)and ‘luniilation. 
Otherwise the Cross means nothing. The slow torture of Bel- 
gium has made place for the-Kingdom in that nation now. But 
of course the final expression for which we wait is a society as 
wide as mankind marked by:the main principles of’ the teaching 
of Christ. Between now and then there may be many ad in- 
terim defeats. | Thosev are: besticable. to: tise wietory: who! ‘have 
proved themselves able to use: defeat to ee advantage. 


There is no’ lesson: which the Churches are Heine in: sthe 
War Zone of greater importance than the inipotence of: our di- 
vided Christianity. It is absurd to aim ‘ati a’ united: mankind, ‘or 
even a united Christian civilization, and! tobe ‘content with 'a 
divided Church. Many are feverishly anxious for something to 
be done to bring us together but the moment for action is slip- 
ping by without action. The Archbishop of Upsala, all honor to 
him, has appealed for an ecumenical conference. Our own move- 
ment for a Conference on Faith and Order has not been silent 
or idle. But surely, surely there must eventually be two peace 
tables, one of the exhausted nations, the other of the exhausted 
Churches. To have the former without the latter would mean 
that the spiritual vision and the moral conscience of the nations 
was superior to that of the Churches. So far as the Churches 
are concerned, if all of them will not gather at call in the name 
of Christ, the only solid foundation for the present, the sole hope 
of the future, at least those should gather who are ready and 
willing. There is enough Catholic love, scholarship, impartiality 
and intelligence in our ranks to safeguard and present the posi- 
tion of any absentees. The broken soul of the broken human 
family must give place to a whole soul in a whole family. Unity 
in a real sense according to the mind of Christ, and not accord- 
ing to my mind or yours, is so elemental a phase of the Gospel 
that without it the Gospel is a force making not for order but 
for confusion. A confused Church will be a potent factor in 
maintaining a confused world. I see no glimmer of hope for 
permanent and fraternal peace among the nations without at 
least as permanent and fraternal a peace among the Churches. 
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‘We, a complex and shattered world stand face to face with 
the simple and only God. We view Him as complex and try to 
reach Him by complex methods. His simplicity is not found as 
a condescension, but as the supreme splendor of His character. 
When He is simple toward us He rises, He does not stoop. 
When men and nation and Churches shall have become as simple 
as His only laws, the two laws of love, require us to be, then 
the kingdoms of ‘this world will become the mec ee of God 
and of His Christ. 


Prayer for the Allies 


O God, who hast appointed a day when the kingdoms of this 
world shall become the Kingdom of our Lord and of his Christ, 
mightily move the Allied Nations that we may now and always 
choose thy will as our will, thy way as our way, thy peace as our 
peace. So lock our fortunes to thy purpose in those days of 
storm and battle, that we may rise through courage to victory, 
and, in abiding fellowship, win for the world that freedom 
which will enable all nations to bring their glory and honor into 
thy Kingdom, through him who came to set men free, Jesus our 
King.

Report of the Standing Committee 


To the Highty-First Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New 
York, the Standing Committee herewith reports its official acts 
from May 15, 1917, to December 31, 1917. 


MAY 15, 1917.—The Standing Committee by resolution expressed 
its gratitude for and appreciation of the beautiful eulogy which Bishop 
Olmsted of Colorado had delivered at the Memorial Services for the 
late Bishop W. D. Walker. 


On motion the following minute on Bishop Walker’s death was 
unanimously adopted: 


“The death of the Right Reverend William David Walker, D. D., 
LL.D., D. C. L., late Bishop of the Diocese of Western New York, causes 
another vacancy in the older members of the House of Bishops, he 
being at the time of his death the fifth in the order of consecration. 


“Bishop Walker was a noble man with high ideals, lofty purposes, 
sincere and earnest convictions, indomitable will and untiring energy. 
Loyal to the Church, he believed in its divine institution and catholic 
position, yet believing thus as a fact his Protestant predilections led 
him to be averse to extremes of ritual, believing as he did in the ren- 
dition of the Church services in a simple rather than an ornate manner. 


He was a staunch defender of the sanctity of marriage and the 
enforcement of the Church Canons relative to the same and a believer 
and exponent of stricter regulation. 


With large natural talents, an excellent education and extended 
travel, in his sermons he expressed great thoughts in fine English, and 
in particular his addresses to confirmation classes were marked as 
gems both of thought and diction. 


As Vicar of Calvary Church in New York, prior to being called to 
the Episcopate, and his work in the Episcopate for about thirty-four 
years, thirteen in the missionary district of North Dakota and over 
twenty in Western New York, he faithfully served the Church to which 
he adhered and never failed in his fidelity and energy to work for 
those things which he believed were for the ultimate good of the Church. 
The labors of the last week of his life proved his fidelity, interest and 
energy, and hastened his call to the Life Eternal. 


“May light perpetual shine upon him.” 


The Rev. John T. Kerrin, a Presbyter canonically connected with 
this Diocese, having expressed in writing to the late Bishop Walker 
his renunciation of the sacred ministry; 


On motion, the Standing Committee requested the Bishop of Colo- 
rado to depose him from t!1e ministry. - 
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On motion the Rev. John Sagar and the Rev. John N. Borton, 
deacons, were recommended for ordination to the Priesthood. 

On motion the Rev. Francis Woodward was received into the Dio- 
cese from the Diocese of Harrisburg. 


On motion, Squire Schofield was admitted as a Postulant for Holy 
Orders. 


On motion, Richard Warne was authorized to apply to the Bishop 
of New York for admittance to Deacon’s orders on Trinity Sunday. 


On motion, Rey. Dr. Goodwin and Mr. J. W. Crafts were appointed 
a committee to draw up the annual budget of the Diocese. 


On motion the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 


“Resolved, That the President of the Standing Committee be and is 
hereby requested to notify the Council and the Diocese of the death 
of Bishop Walker and that it is necessary for this Diocese to choose 
a Bishop, bidding the clergy to prayers that God will supply a Pastor 
after His own Heart, and that the Standing Committee recommend to 
the Council, that when it adjourns, it adjourns to meet at Trinity 
Church, Buffalo, on June 5th, at 11 o’clock in the morning for the pur- 
pose of electing a Bishop; the Holy Communion to be celebrated at 
that hour.” 


The Report of the Special Committee on the Christmas Fund was 
on motion received and filed. 


MAY 16, 1917.—The Committee appointed to prepare a Budget, was 
instructed to add, in accordance with the recommendation of the Board 
of Religious Education, the item of $500.00 for the expenses of a Field 
Secretary for the Board of Religious Education. 


The Committee, elected by the Council, was called together. Rev. 
C. Morton Sills, D. D.; Rev. C. J. Davis, Rev. W. A. R. Goodwin, D. D.; 
Rev. Walter North, L. H. D., Selden S. Brown, A. C. Walker, W. H. 
Walker, J. W. Crafts. 


A quorum being present the Rev. C. Morton Sills, D. D., was elected 
President; the Rev. Walter North, L. H. D., was elected Secretary. 


JUNE 5, 1917.—The Bishop of Colorado was requested to ordain to 
the Diaconate W. E. Nixon and William A. Brown. 


JUNE 25, 1917—The Treasurer of the Diocese was ordered to pay 
the Right Rev. Charles S. Olmsted an honorarium of $200 with his 
expenses for Episcopal ministrations during the month of June. 


The Secretary of the Diocese was requested to put the names of 
Rev. Messrs. Nixon and Warne on the ate of clergy, and to restore the 
name of Rev. G. G. Ballard. 

The Rev. Gilbert A. Shaw was received from the Diocese of 
Bethlehem. 

Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Arthur Conover 
Thomson, Suffragan Bishop-elect of Southern Virginia. Consent was 
‘given to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor of Newark. = 

Consent was given to the election of the Rt. Rev. Wilson B. 
Stearly, D.D., to be Coadjutor Bishop of Newark. 


Consent was given to the election of the Rt. Rev. Harry S. Longley, 
D. D., to be Bishop Coadjutor of Iowa. 
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Consent was given to the election of Rev. Harry Tunis Moore:‘D. Da 
to be Bishop Coadjutor of Dallas. 


Consent was given to the election of the Rt. Rev. Frank Arthur 
McElwain, D. D., to be Bishop of Minnesota. 


Consent was given to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor of the 
Diocese of Tennessee. 


Consent was given to the election of the Rey, Reginald N. Willcox 
to be Rector of St. Luke’s Church, Jamestown. 


The Secretary was directed to prepare assessments upon the par- 
ishes to cover the budget adopted at the Council. 


The Secretary was directed to authorize the Treasurer of the 
Diocese to pay to the Rev. George T. Le Boutillier and the Rev. E. J. 
Babcock the retiring allowance, the same to be returned from the Ely 
Fund when a Bishop has been eletced in the Diocese. 


The Treasurer of the Diocese was directd to pay to Mrs. W. D.. 
Walker the salary for three months elapsed since the death of the late 
Bishop. 


On motion it was resolved that the Council be called together 
again on July 5th, 1917. 


On motion the Standing Committee accepted the invitation of the 
Rector and Vestry of Christ Church, Rochester, to meet at that church 
on July 5th, 1917, at eleven o’clock in the morning, with! a celebration 
of the Holy Communion. 


. On motion it was resolved that the Secretary of the Diocese be re- 
quested to notify the churches and parishes that the Rev. Dr. Manning 
having declined his election as Bishop of Western New York, the 
Standing Committee does now call together again the Council at Christ 
Church, Rochester, on July 5th, beginning with a celebration of the 
Holy Communion at eleven o’clock, for the purpose of electing a Bishop

The President was given authority to accept the papers of clergy- 


men coming duly certified by their Bishops and called to service in: this 
Diocese. 


On motion the Chancellor was requested to notify the elergy and 
laity, assembled in Council, of the duty of vestries to advise the Stand- 
ing Committee of all vacancies occurring, and all intentions to call 
clergymen, as the Canons require as to the Bishop of the Diocese. 


NOVEMBER 19th, 1917.—Consent was given to the ordination of 
the Rev. William S. Salisbury, Deacon, to the Priesthood. 


On motion the Committee on Notification, appointed to communi- 
cate to the Rt. Rev. Charles Henry Brent, D. D., the fact’of his élec- 
tion as Bishop of Western New York, was invited to meet with the 
Standing Committee. 


The Committee.on Notification then reported that Bishop Brent 
would announce his decision on Thursday, November 22nd, after con- 
ference with the officers of the Board of Missions. 


Bishop Brent was then introduced to the Committee. 


On the withdrawal of the Bishop and the Committee on Notifica- 
tion, the following resolution was adopted: 


“Should the Rt. Rev. Charles Henry Brent, D. D., accept his elec- 
tion and should his acceptance be confirmed by the Bishops and Stand- 
ing Committees of the Church, the Standing Committee of Western 
New York would consent that he continue his services to American 
troops in France as long as in his judgment it’ seems expedient for 
him to do so, and that the Diocese of Western New York would feel 
deeply honored in having him as its Bishop and representative, render- 
ing to the American troops in France and through them to humanity, 
this service of patriotic ministry and sacrificial devotion.” 


The following telegram was received: 


<4 i accept the election as Bishop of Western New York, subject to 
confirmation by the Bishops and Standing Committees. Do not make 
public announcement until November 26th, 1917.” 
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DECEMBER 17th, 1917.—Consent was given to the consecration 
of the Rev. William Proctor Remington, Suffragan Bishop-elect of the 
Missionary district of South Dakota. 

Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. John Charles 
Sage, Missionary Bishop-elect of Salina. 

Consent was given to consecration of the Rev. Robert Le Roy Har- 
ris, D. D., Bishop Coadjutor-elect of Marquette. 


The death of the Rev. George Washington Sinclair Ayres, Arch- 
deacon of Buffalo, having been announced, the following resolution 
was adopted: 

“Resolved, That the Standing Committee gives its consent that 
the Missionary Board of the Archdeaconry of Buffalo, may elect some 
one to perform the Missionary duties of an Archdeacon, in the Arch- 
deaconry of Buffalo, during the vacancy caused by the death of Arch- 
deacon Ayres, until such time as an Archdeacon can be elected in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the Canon.” 

On motion the Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church of 
the Ascension were given permission to sell certain property owned 
by the corporation. 

The application of the Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen of Rrinies 
Church, Fredonia, was referred to a committee. 

Certain divorce papers having been submitted, the Secretary was 
directed to certify that they were in conformity with the Canon 40.

Resolved, That the Standing Committee do now grant to Bishop 
Brent leave of absence from the Diocese for such time as in his judg- 
ment seems expedient, in order that he may minister to the American 
troops in France. 
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FEBRUARY 11, 1918—Howard Henry Hassenger was made a can- 
didate for Holy Orders. 


On motion the Secretary of the Parochial Fund was authorized to 
pay $75.00 from the Permanent Fund for insurance on the Missionary 
house at Sodus. One hundred dollars was appropriated for a student 
in the General Seminary. The Secretary was directed to send a 
cablegram to the Bishop asking for ecclesiastical authority during his 
absence.

When authority is received from the Bishop the President of the 
Standing Committee is authorized to make arrangements for the per- 
formance of Episcopal duties until the Bishop returns. 


MARCH 12, 1918—Consent was given to the election of a Coadjutor- 
Bishop of Mississippi. 


On motion the Rt. Rev. C. H. Brent, D. D., Rev. D. L. Ferris, B. D., 
and Francis S. Baker were elected to fill vacancies on the Board of 
Trustees of De Veaux College. 


The following resolution was adopted: 


Whereas, It has been brought to the attention of the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese of Western New York that steps are being 
taken to complete the organization of the Rochester Church Extension 
Society, an organization incorporated by act of the Legislature of the 
State of New York, 


Therefore, Be it resolved that the Standing Committee hereby 
gives consent to the completion of the organization of said Society 
in so far as ecclesiastical consent is required under law, and also, gives 
consent to the Executive Committee of said Society when it shall be 
formally organized to select and call a clergyman to work in connec- 
tion with the Society in the fulfillment of its purpose, said election to 
be confirmed by the Standing Committee of the Diocese, provided the 
Bishop of the Diocese shall not have, in the meantime, returned. 


At a meeting of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of West- 
ern New York, held in Rochester, March 12, 1918, the following Reso- 
lution was adopted: 


Whereas, Our Bishop is giving invaluable service to our country 
by his ministrations to the army in the field and asks a few days more 
than the canonical three months, to which he is entitled, in order to 
continue his good work, 


Believing that the people of the Diocese can, in no better way, 
help our country’s cause than by having him as our representative with 
the soldiers;

Resolved, That the Wardens and Vestries of all parishes within 
this Diocese be requested to take such formal action as may be neces- 
sary—either by directly increasing the Rector’s salary or by means 
of special parish subscriptions—that will add twenty per cent. to the 
sum of all present clerical salaries. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Council be requested to mail 
printed copies of these Resolutions to the Wardens and Vestries of all 
parishes in this Diocese.

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Report of the Archdeacon of Rochester 


(For eight months ending Dec. 31, 1917.) 


To the Rt. Rev. Chas. H. Brent, D. D., Bishop of the Diocese, and 
Brethren of the Clergy and Laity. 


The past eight months have in many ways been trying ones for 
the work in the rural communities which constitute so large a part 
of the jurisdiction of your General Missionary. 


The unusual severity of the weather and lack of fuel has made it 
necessary to close temporarily some of our mission churches, while 
the urgent necessity and supreme task laid upon our country of organ- 
izing and equipping an army to “Go up to the help of the Lord against 
the mighty,” has for the time being claimed much of the interest and 
money heretofore given to church extension, and to the less romantic 
task of “Keeping the home fires burning.” 


Then, too, the curtailment of train service has made it difficult to 
serve aS many points in a given time as heretofore. For these and 
other reasons there has been a falling off in the number of baptisms, 
confirmations and services. 


Many of our communicants in the smaller towns have been drawn 
to the city through the allurements of larger wages and an abundance 
of work, while others in response to their country’s call have gone into 
training camps and some to the trenches in France. 


Yet in spite of these handicaps, progress has been made. One new 
town appears in the list of missions and although one has been lost 
from our working force three have been added, and the mission field is 
perhaps better served today than for some time past. Yet, as has been 
intimated, there has been a marked decrease in the amount of money 
given towards its support. 


These and other things must be considered in reviewing the record 
of the past eight months. The conditions as set forth in my previous 
reports, still prevail, and it is not necessary to restate them here. 


Services are now regularly held at Shortsville, Manchester, Fair- 
port, East Rochester, Caledonia, Holcomb, Holley, Montour Falls, St. 
George’s, Rochester, Hunts, and at Dalton, a new mission in Livingston 
County. 


Occasional services have been held at Dundee, Himrods, Dresden, 
Wolcott, Nunda and Spencerport. 


At Bradford services are held during the summer by the Rector 
of Hammondsport, and at Sodus Point by the clergy in residence at the 
“Rest-House.” 


Mr. Squire Schofield, who recently came to us from the Methodist 
Church, is serving the new mission at Dalton in connection with Hunts 
and Nunda. 


The Rev. Mr. Van Allen has charge of our work among the deaf- 
mutes whom he serves most acceptably. 


Personally, I have served at Dundee, Dresden, Himrods, East 
Rochester, Hunts, Nunda, Dalton, Spencerport, Wolcott, Sodus Point 
and Shortsville. Shortsville has also had the services of ‘the Rev. 
Mr. Brown of Phelps and Mr. Rayner, a lay reader from Hobart Col- 
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lege. I have held seventy-four services, have baptized six and pre- 
sented for confirmation. I have officiated at one marriage and ten 
funerals. 


Aside from the above official acts I have served in many ways and 
varying capacities. 


Last May a newly constructed modern house was purchased in East 
Rochester to be used as a rectory when needed, at present it is rented 
to good advantage and is paying for itself. The Church in East 
Rochester has lost several members through their removal to the city, 
and two are in the service of their country. We have had some a: 
ditions so that our number is about the same. At other points the 
work remains much as it was a year ago and must of necessity so re- 
main for with rare exceptions there is no growth in the smaller towns 
of the State. 

The Treasurer’s report which follows, shows that we are still sol- 
vent although the amount received has not been as large as in a like 
previous period. 


Trusting that the coming year may have for the work greater 
things in store, I am,

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Report of Missionary to Deaf Mutes 


To the Bishop and Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Missionary to the Deaf respectfully submits the following re- 
port for the year beginning January 1, 1917, and ending December 31, 
1917: ; 


Services have been held as follows: In Buffalo, 11; in Rochester, 
10; in Geneva, 9; in Corning, 2; total, 32; other Prayer Book Services, 
3; grand total of services, 35. Of these services 10 were public cele- 
brations of the Holy Communion and one a private celebration for the 
sick. 


The mission in Rochester has held eight literary and social meet- 
ings, at the majority of which I have been present and at one of which 
I gave a stereopticon lecture. This mission also held an outing at one 
of the city parks during the summer and many deaf people from out 
of the city were present. In Buffalo the Missionary has been trying 
to inaugurate monthly social meetings of the mission, with somewhat 
dubious success so far. However, at the last meeting, when he gave 
a stereopticon lecture, there was an attendance of twenty-five, which 
is encouraging. 


There has been one baptism, that of an infant, in Buffalo; there 
has been one marriage, at Phelps, the Rev. Dr. Berry, of Geneva, of- 
ficiating; and there has been one burial, at Corning, the Rev. Mr. Far- 
land officiating. 


I have made special visits to Albion, Canandaigua and Watkins, at 
the latter place assisting in securing the admission of an old lady to a 
home for the aged. In Rochester I have given a great deal of attention 
to the case of a deaf and blind man, a communicant of the Church. I 
have been much interested in the school for the deaf in Rochester, and 
have been a frequent visitor, always being received with much kind- 
ness. In June I attended the annual reunion of the graduates. I have 
done considerable house to house visiting, both in Buffalo and Roches- 
ter. My notes show that during the year I have had interviews with 
eighty-five persons, either at their homes, or at church, before or after 
service. 


I regret that I am unable to submit a much more favorable finan- 
cial report than last year. My receipts have been: From offerings 
of the deaf at services, »70.78; from special gifts, $9; from St. Paul’s, 
Rochester, for traveling expenses, $50; total, $129.78. My expenditures 
have been: For traveling expenses, $186.14; for postage, stationery 
and incidentals, $15.62; total, $201.76. There has thus been an excess 
of expenditures over receipts of $71.98. 


I have now been in charge of the work long enough to be able to 
speak with some confidence in regard to it. The Church undoubtedly 
has a definite duty towards, and no small opportunity among, the deaf 
people within the borders of the Diocese. An excellent foundation has 
already been laid. The mission in the city of Rochester has a nominal 
membership of about 60, with a communicant list of 27, and makes a 
small but regular contribution to Diocesan Missions and to the parish 
expenses of St. Luke’s, besides giving towards the expenses of the 
Missionary. In Buffalo, conditions are not so satisfactory, but the 
obstacles could be overcome if the Missionary could give the work 
there the attention it demands. In Geneva, Corning and elsewhere the 
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work must remain purely missionary and evangelistic. The difficulties 
confronting the work are financial. The Missionary receives a stipend 
of $400 a year from the Diocese and to this the deaf people can at pres- 
ent be relied on to add $100. Out of this he must meet the expenses of 
the work, which in these days of high prices are $200 a year and will 
be $300 if the work is to be done thoroughly and effectively. 


I believe that the Diocese ought to devote at least $600 to this work. 
Central New York gives, and for years has given, $700; Albany, by - 
no means a wealthy Diocese, gives $550; and neither of these Dioceses 
has crowded centres of population like Buffalo and Rochester. I recog- 
nize, however, that this is no time to ask the Mission Boards to assume 
additional burdens and I therefore make the following suggestion: That 
the Council appoint a commission of four clergymen and three laymen 
to take oversight of the work among the deaf; that the Mission Boards 
pay to the Treasurer of the Commission the grant now made by them 
for the work among the deaf; that the Commission be authorized to 
ask for voluntary contributions from parishes and individuals to such 
an amount as will enable it efficiently to carry on the work; and that 
the Commission be required to make an annual report to the Council, 
transmitting a detailed report from the Missionary. 


I believe that this plan would go very far towards solving our 
difficulties. The additional amount to be raised by the Commission 
will not exceed $200, but this will constitute the difference between 
“the little more, and how much it is, and the little less, and what 
worlds away”; the plan will afford the Missionary the moral support 
of a definite Diocesan authority behind him; and it will give him some- 
one to whom he ean go for direction and advice. Similar commissions 
organized on precisely these lines exist in Albany and Central New 
York; and the plan has proved most successful in various other Dio- 
ceses, notably in Pennsylvania. I respectfully submit the suggestion 
to the consideration of the Council. 


I believe that the past year has been on the whole, a satisfactory 
one. There has been a marked and hopeful increase in interest on the 
part of many as yet outside the Church; the attendance at all services 
has been good; and the Holy Communion is regularly and reverently 
received by nearly all our communicants. As far as the attitude of the 
deaf people is concerned, the outlook for the coming year is very 
promising. 


I cannot close this report without referring to the very great loss 
which the work and the Missionary have sustained in the death of the 
Rev. Edward P. Hart, of Rochester. A former teacher of the deaf, 
a trustee of the school at Rochester, and a man who thoroughly under: 
stood and sympathized with the deaf people, he did very much for our 
mission work in Rochester. He was also the Missionary’s constant and 
generous friend, ready. at all times with advice and sympathy, and 
often with substantial help. His memory will long be most affection- 
ately cherished by the deaf people of Rochester and by myself.

(D) Heport of the BeLancey Divinity School 


To the Board of Religious Education, Diocese of Western New York: 


The Reverend Thomas Benjamin Berry, Doctor of Divinity, 
Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School, passed to his reward on 
Sunday, May 12th, and was buried from the Church of the Good Shep- 
herd, Buffalo, on Tuesday, May 14th, the interment being in Manlius, 
N. Y., the following day. The students of the School acted as bearers, 
the lecturers and the wardens and vestrymen of the Church of the 
Good Shepherd being honorary bearers. 


Dr. Berry was born in Dublin in 1846, educated in King’s School, 
Dublin, became a teacher of deaf-mutes in England and subsequently 
in New York and in Maryland. Later he studied for the ministry at 
Cambridge Theological School and was ordained at Christ Church, 
Rouse’s Point, N. Y., on All Saints’ Day, 1871. A little later, while 
acting as missionary in Sioux Falls, S. D., he established in that west- 
ern country the deaf-mute work, for he was one of the pioneers in the 
education of the deaf and most expert in the use of the sign language. 
Returning east Dr. Berry became the first rector of the Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Buffalo, and after twenty-one years of faithful service, 
during which that mission was firmly established and grew into an 
important parish he became, in 1909, the Warden of the Divinity 
School. 


As Warden of the School Dr. Berry was honored by the lecturers 
and the students. Scholarly in his attainments, a constant reader of 
new books, he maintained the best traditions of the Church and was 
ever ready to investigate new fields of learning and to accept new 
thoughts and methods. A vigorous thinker, holding practical views 
of religious life, particular about the details of education and the work 
of the students he became an ideal head of the Divinity School, and 
both lecturers and students desire to pay high tribute to.the memory 
of the late Warden, whose comradeship stimulated the lecturers, and 
whose tender care, practical advice, and faithful adherence to duty 
helped so much to mould and form the characters of the students. 


We might wish that it had been God’s will that Dr. Berry might 
have remained with us at least until May 29th, when five of the stu- 
dents, the largest number of DeLancey Divinity School students ever 
ordained at one time, are to be received into the ministry of this 
Church in Trinity Church, Geneva, N. Y. 


May he find sweet employment in the spacious fields of eternity 
and joy in the Church Triumphant. 


The Warden was not well in March, became seriously ill in April 
and requested the Rev. Mr. Mosher to carry on the routine work of 
the School. 


During the year 1917, lectures were delivered each month except 
June, the time of examinations, and during the summer vacation. 

The students, seven from this diocese and one from Central New 
York, have done excellent work in the class-room and much reading 
under the direction of the lecturers. 


The Rev. C. E. Sutton, of the M. E. Church, Chaplain of the Sol- 
diers’ Home, Bath, N. Y., entered the School in January, 1918. 
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On Tuesday, May 15, 1917, Squire Schofield, who came to us from 
the ministry of the M. E. Church was confirmed in Trinity Church, 
Buffalo. 


On Monday, May 18, 1917, the Rev. John Sagar, a graduate of the 
School, was ordained priest, and Mr. W. A. Brown and Mr. W. E. 
Nixon were made deacons in Grace Church, Buffalo. 


Many valuable books donated from the private library of our late 
honored and deeply lamented Bishop have been added to the School 
Library, and these were being catalogued by the Warden when he was 
taken ill. 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund are the custodians of the En- 
dowment Fund of the School and the financial report of the School will 
be found in their report.

The age of the youngest 
boy on the foundation was 12 years; that of the oldest 19 years. 
During the year the total number of pay pupils received was forty- 
six, of whom twenty-five were day pupils. The greatest number in at- 


tendance at any one time was thirty-seven and the least number twen- 
ty-two. 


The course of study is that published in the Register and is based 
on the Elementary and the Academic Syllabus of the New York State 
Education Department. 


2. In’the matter of accounts the annexed schedules show: (a) 
The balance sheet; (b) Interest Bearing Endowment with a list of 
loans paid and made during the year. Land Contracts and the amount 
of special endowment funds with the investments of the same; (c) In- 
come Cash Account, Receipts and Disbursements; (d) a list of bonds 
and mortgages of the General Fund; (e) Strickland Fund; (f) QGuar- 
antee Fund; (g) Charles Kennedy Scholarship; (h) Land Contracts; 
(i) List of real estate owned by the corporation. 


During the year 1917 the President, Rt. Rev. Wm. D. Walker, Vice- 
President Gen. H. C. Hodges and the Rev. Edward P. Hart were re- 
moved by death. 


Mr. Wm. E. Morgan was elected by the Diocesan Council as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees and the Rt. Rev. Chas. H. Brent, Bishop of 
the Diocese was appointed by the Trustees to take the place made va- 
cant by the death of Bishop Walker.

As Secretary of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund ofthe Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Western New York, I make the 
following report: 
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The terms of office of A. F. Fidler and Thomas H. Chew, Trustees, 
expire on the first day of September next. 


Through a printer’s error it is stated on page 5 of the Journal 
that the terms of office of Messrs. Fidler and Chew expire in 1920, 
the correct date being 1918, and it is stated that the terms of office of 
Messrs. Graves and Brown expire in 1918, the correct date being 1920. 
(See page 37 of the Journal). 


Mr. Henry B. Graves of the term of 1920, has resigned his office, 
and his resignation is herewith transmitted. 


Since our last report we have transferred to the Vestry of St. 
Paul’s Church, Rochester, $4,500, paid by Mr. Rufus A. Sibley upon a 
mortgage which we hold upon the property of St. Stephen’s Church, 
Rochester, the same to be used for the erectiomw of a building upon the 
lot lately purchased by St. Paul’s Vestry for St. John’s Mission. 


Through the termination of litigation we have come into posses-

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(G) Church Pension Fund 
To the Highty-first Annual Council of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Diocesan Committee on the Church Pension Fund takes pleas- 
ure in reporting an encouraging year and the general co-operation of 
the parishes of the Diocese. The statement of the Treasurer of the Com- 
mittee, appended hereto, indicates a considerable number of delinquent 
parishes and missions; but many of them have no clergymen and no 
prospect of any, and do not pay clergymen’s salaries. There is there- 
fore, for them, no basis for assessment of premiums. It would seem, 
however, that even these latter might well manifest their interest in, 
and support of, The Pension Fund by making annually such contribu- 
tions as they are able. The ideal is, and the expectation is, that each 
parish and mission of the Church do its part. In fact, the Church 
Pension Canon is mandatory and excuses none. 


Several of the parishes and missions reported as delinquent have 
clergymen in charge and are unquestionably able to pay the required 
premium. The Committee has sent special notices and appeals to 
them, calling attention to their duty in the matter and the laws gov- 
erning the Fund. That the list of these parishes is not longer than 
it is is due to these appeals. Their attention is respectfully called to 
the fact that their own interests, as well as those of the clergymen 
and the Fund, demand their co-operation. It is to the advantage of a 
parish, both materially and spiritually, to be known as one that as- 
sumes its premium responsibilities. 


The Committee urges the prompt and regular payment of premiums 
and asks that special attention be given to the request of the Treasurer 
that the premiums be paid quarterly, in advance. It also calls to 
mind the following regulations set forth by The Church Pension Fund 
Corporation: 


1. Each parish and mission must enter into formal contract with 
The Church Pension Fund if it would secure its benefits; and must 
make out the prescribed filing card giving salaries, etc. The necessary 
forms can be procured of the Secretary of this Committee. 

2. Each clergyman must make out the proper filing card, giving 
his personal record, and return to the Secretary of this Committee. 

3. The regulation requiring the payment of vacancy assessments 

1 been abolished by the Trustees of The Church Pension Fund. 

4. After February first no assessment need be accepted for the 
preceding fiscal year. If all of the payments due ina fiscal year are 
not paid, what has been paid may be returned. 

5. Assessments cannot be accepted from a parish or other or- 
ganization except for all the clergy paid by it. 

6. If a clergyman receives a salary from several sources, all of 
the sources must pay the assessment during the fiscal year, or what 
has been received may be returned. 

7. Interest at the rate of five per cent. is charged upon assess- 
ments overdue more than thirty days. 

8. The Pension assessment system is prescribed in mandatory 
terms by Canon 56 of the General Convention, and by the canons of the 
Diocese. ¢ ¢ 

The following statement by the Treasurer is incorporated as a part 
of the report of this Committee: 
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REPORT OF THE TREASURER. 


To the Diocesan Church Pension Fund Committee: 
Gentlemen: 


On March 1, 1917, assessments upon salaries of clergymen became 
due, to put into effect the full operations of the Church Pension Fund 
as planned under the rules of the General Convention. 


Our committee for Western New York was not organized until 
about the middle of April, and the first payment came into my hands 
on April 25, 1917. Prior to that numerous payments went to the head 
office in New York City, of which I have been notified and credit has 
been given upon the individual accounts which I have opened with 
each parish and clergyman in Western New York. The monies re- 
ceived by our committee have been as follows:

Mr. Chairman and Brethren of the Council: 


Your Board, in making its annual report, does so with the con- 
sciousness of the grievous loss it has sustained in the death of the 
beloved Warden of the DeLancey Divinity School, The Reverend 
Thomas B. Berry, S. T. D. 


Under his wise and devoted management, the School has attained 
an efficiency that is worthy of a much larger institution; the number 
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of students has steadily increased, and the prospects for future use- 
fulness, in these days of decreasing numbers-of Candidates for the 
sacred ministry, are bright indeed. 


, Your Board has had the conduct of the School under its care only 
during the past three years, yet in that time we came to a deep and 
Sincere appreciation of the worth and character of its Warden, and we 
desire at this time to express our sense of gratitude for his unweary- 
ing labors. To his loved ones we extend our sincere sympathy in 
this hour of their bereavement. While we mourn his loss, our lives 
are immeasurably enriched by his life and his labors, and we pray 
the Holy Spirit to direct the minds of those responsible for his suc- 
cessor. 


We have held two meetings during the year. In October permis- 
sion was given the Warden to make certain repairs on his house, and 
to install storm-windows. The Secretary announced that a bequest of 
$2,500 had been made to the School by the late Bishop Walker. The 
Rev. G. H. Gaviller was directed to investigate the sources of the En- 
dowment Fund of the Divinity School, and to obtain a copy of the 
Act of Incorporation, and all available information relative to the 
same. 


At the April meeting the serious illness of the Warden being re- 
ported, the Reverend G. F. J. Sherwood was appointed by the Board 
to give whatever aid was possible to Dr. Berry, in order to assure the 
continuous conduct of the School, and to relieve the Warden of 
anxiety. As to the Board’s operations in the field of the Church 
School work, these matters are covered by the report of the Educa- 
tional Secretary. We would respectfully urge upon the members of the 
Council the loss incurred by the Diocese in failing to answer the cor- 
respondence of the Secretary. You have created and financed the office 
of an Educational Secretary; his usefulness is to a degree determined 
by the courtesy of the replies he may receive to his correspondence 
and inquiries. 


We would seriously commend to your consideration the Annual 
Church School convention to be held in Buffalo, May 28, 29; the Geneva 
Summer Conference; and the recommendations and matters contained 
in the report of the Educational Secretary.

Report of the Eduratinnal Secretary of the Diocesan 
Board of Religions Education 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Council: 


The situation of the Church Schools in our Diocese, as your Sec- 
retary views it, is one of great hopefulness. Wherever one turns bet- 
ter organization and methods are apparent, most of the larger parishes 
have schools that are more than schools in mere name. In most a 
fairly well equipped teaching force will be found. The curriculum of 
the General Board is being largely followed and the Christian Nurture 
Lessons are coming more and more jnto use. - In all there seems to 
be a greater appreciation of the task and its possibilities, both for the 
pupil and for the future of the Church. 


The Great problem before your Secretary and your Diocesan Board 
is the Small School, and here, too, the improvement is as great as in. 
the larger parishes. It is being more and more clearly recognized that 
it is as possible to train a smaller number of pupils as well as a larger; 
that because it is a school of few teachers, those teachers need not be 
inefficient. That methods employed in a large school are not impos- 
sible with modifications for the smaller; and yet, although the situa- 
tion is hopeful, there is much still to be done if we are to give our 
children the training and nurture wa is their due and to which the 
Church is committed.

Your Secretary still finds that there are parishes where there is 
little real interest in the Educational possibilities of the School. Those 
in charge scarcely ever answer letters and suggestions are evidently 
put carefully into the waste basket. We can only hope and pray for 
a better mind. 


Like all other forms of Church work, the labors of your Secretary 
have been hampered by conditions engendered by the War. Lack of 
fuel in the winter months closed many Parish Houses and some 
Churches—this together with the burden of war work made it very 
difficult to arrange parish meetings and Sectional Conferences were 
almost impossible. 


Your Secretary has, however, a large number of appointments 
which will keep him busy for some time to come. 


Some of his official acts have been as follows: 


In May last, he planned the first Annual Church School Conven- 
tion of the Diocese at which there were 72 accredited delegates repre- 
senting 38 schools, 91 visitors from 32 schools and many of the clergy. 
None of us will soon forget the helpfulness of the different sessions 
and particularly the inspiration given us by the Rev. Lwellyn N. Caley 
of Philadelphia. 


Your Secretary also compiled the Diocesan “Standard of Effic- 
iency,” which has been put out by-the Board. 


He assisted the General Board of Religious Education in the pro- 
motion of a patriotic day on the Sunday nearest the 4th of July. Also 
in introducing a program of patriotic work for the pupils and officers 
of schools. 


In his office has been compiled a list of Church men in all branches 
of the National Service which is being kept up to date and forwarded 
to the Church War Commission. But even in this most important 
effort there were some who, after repeated solicitations, failed to make 
any reply. 

At Christmas time the Diocese was circularized on behalf of an 
offering for Armenian and Syrian Relief. 


He has been active in promoting what is known as the “New 
Junior Plan” which is an endeavor to give to all pupils an opportunity 
for week-day expressional work on lines suggested by the five-fold 
field of activity as exemplified in the Christian Nurture Lessons. 


At the Geneva Summer School he supplied the place of one of the 
lecturers in teachng a course on “Religion and the Home.” 


By visitation or correspondence he has advised 42 parishes on mat- 
ters directly connected with school organization and methods. 


At a Conference recently held at Hornell, the idea promoted was 
the unification of methods in the schools of that vicinity in order that 
they might mutually help one another. In this connection your Sec- 
retary would suggest that such unification should be attempted in the 
various Mission Stations of the Diocese under the direction of the 
Archdeacons. In this way a permanency of Plan would be obtained 
no matter who the Missionary in charge might be. 


Quite lately a League of Superintendents of the Church Schools 
was formed in Buffalo which will help towards such unification in that 
city. 
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; Your Secretary has represented this Diocese on the Provincial 
Board of Religious Education of which he is the Recording Secretary 
and also on the Governing Board of The Geneva Summer Conference. 


As an indication of the difficulty in obtaining replies to correspond- 
ence only 62 parishes answered the Questionnaire recently sent out by 
your Secretary. This leaves 70 parishes who have not yet made their 
returns. Out of 132 parishes solicited, 13 reported no school. 


The Statisties from these 49 active schools reporting prove of in- 
terest: 


36 have either Font Roll or a Branch of Little Helpers. 
21 have Bible Classes for Seniors up to 20 years of age. 
17 have Bible Classes for Adults over 20 years of age. 

28 have adopted the G. B. R. E. Curriculum. 

22 use Christian Nurture Lessons. 

7 have regular Teacher Training Class. 

21 hold regular workers’ conferences. 


1 has a League of Church Parents. 
23 hold parent meetings. . 


18 have sent delegates to the Gefieva Summer School. 
21 intend to do so this year. 
18 hold regular examinations. 
14 make promotions depend upon such examination. 


Mail sent out from your Secretary’s office includes 1,700 personal 
letters, 884 circulars (since April 23, 1917). 


There are four matters to which your Secretary would like to call 
your attention. 


(1) First, the necessity of answering correspondence. If he is to 
be of real service in the Diocese, letters and communications must be 
answered. This is true of the Questionnaire which is now in your 
hands. 


(2) That you will carefully study the “Standard of Efficiency” put 
forth by your Board. 


(3) That each school should endeavor to have at least one repre- 
sentative at the Geneva Summer Conference of 1918. 


(4) Last of all, that every School be represented by its two ac- 
credited delegates at the Second Annual Convention of the Church 
Schools of the Diocez= to be  .::d in St. John’s Church, Buffalo, next 
Tuesday and Wednesday.

15. On Missions, to consist of ten Clergymen and ten Laymen, 
including the Delegates to the Missionary Council, with 
the right to add other Clergymen and Laymen of the 
Diocese to be named at the close of the Current Council, 
and to serve until the close of the next Annual Council. 


(4) Nomination for offices. 
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(5) Presentation and reference of reports of Officers and Com: 
mittees of the Diocese. 


II. The following Committees may be appointed at the discretion 
of the Bishop, at any time during the session of the Council, to consist 
of such members as the Bishop may direct: 


(1) On Church Property, Parsonages and Clerical Support. 
(2) Archives and Annals. 


(3) The Supply of the Sacred Ministry. 

(4) Beneficence and Works of Piety. 

(5) Sunday Schools. 

(6) The Episcopal Library. 

(7) State Legislation. 

III. All Committees shall sit and deliberate in private, and the 
same rule shall apply to Tellers in the count of votes. 

No report referred to any Committee shall be reported back for 
printing unless so directed by a vote of the Council, or unless the Com- 
mittee recommend some legislation in regard thereto. 

IV. Motions, Notices and Resolutions to be considered by the 
Council may be presented after the President has appointed the Stand- 
ing Committees, and called for the matters to be respectively referred 
to them. But the Bishop’s Address shall take precedence of all other 
business at any time. 

V. The Evening Session on the first day shall open at 7:30 with 
Evening Prayer or the Litany; then shall follow the Bishop’s address, 
if he so desires. 

VI. On the second day—After a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion at an hour fixed by the Bishop—the order of business shall be 
as follows, beginning at 9:00 A. M.: 

(1) Reading of minutes. 

(2) Elections. 

(3) Reports of Standing Committees of the Council. 

(4) Reports of Special Committees. 

(5) Unfinished business, motions, resolutions and miscellaneous 

; business. 

The Council shall take a recess from 12:30 to 2:00 P. M., and from 
6:00 to 7:30 P. M. 

VII. On the third or other subsequent day—the order of business 
shall be as directed by the Council. 

VIII. Every member who shall be present when a question is 
stated from the Chair, shall vote thereon, unless excused by the House. 

IX. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded, and 
when seconded, it shall be stated by the President before debate; and 
every motion shall be reduced to writing, when required by the Presi- 
dent, or by any member. 


X. If a question in debate contains distinct propositions, one or 
more, they may be separated at the call of any member into so many 
several motions. : 


XI. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, 
except (1) to lay the motion on the table, (2) to postpone it indefin- 
itely, (3) to postpone it to a certain time, (4) to commit it, or (5) to 
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amend; and motions for these purposes shall have precedence in the or- 
der thus named. 


XII. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no mem- 
ber is speaking, and shall be decided without debate; and if it be 
negatived, it shall not be renewed until other business has been treated 
in due order. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without de- 
bate. 


XIV. A question, being put by the President, shall be determined 
by the sound of voices; but any member may require a count of the 
vote; or previous to a decision by count, any three members may re- 
quire the yeas and nays to be taken, which shall be done by ealling 
the names of the Clerical members, and the names of the Churches 
and Missions represented; and the vote shall be recorded in the Journal. 
Or the yeas and nays may be taken by order on the call of any five 
members, and when so taken the vote shall be recorded in like manner. 


XV. No member except the mover may speak more than twice on 
the same question without leave of the House. 


XVI. A question once decided, shall not be reconsidered during 
the same session without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the 
Council, nor without the motion for that purpose being made by one 
of the majority on said decision. No question shall be reconsidered 
more than once. 

XVII. Special Committees not otherwise provided for shall be 
appointed by the Chair. 


XVIII. Except by the votes of two-thirds of the persons present 
entitled to vote, no standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed 
or rescinded. 

XIX. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, 
the minutes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and 
approved. 

XX. If the Bishop of the Diocese be not present, and able to pre: 
side; or the Episcopate be vacant; then, in the absence of the Secre- 
tary of the preceding Council, the Council shall be called to order by 
the President or Senior Presbyter of the Standing Committee present, 
who shall preside until the Council has been organized. Then a Presi- 
dent pro tempore shall be elected from among the Presbyters present, 
who shall make the appointments ordinarily assigned to the Bishop, 
or under his direction.

Dear Mr. Burrows: 


I received your cable conveying to me the affectionate 
greetings of the Council last Monday upon my return from 
the front. It was good to get the message. I am also both 
relieved and happy over your decision to elect a Bishop Coad- 
jutor. The great uncertainty that wraps the future makes it 
a wise step. My conclusion to advise it came slowly but when 
I reached it I felt certain it was the proper course to pursue. 
I have had it on my conscience that you had been kept six 
months already without regular Episcopal care through me. 
Now I know that this will speedily be remedied. Whomever 
you choose will be my choice and I shall look forward to the 
day when we shall work together.
